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ORDNANCE DEPARTMENT TESTS 
OUT NEW RAMMING MECHANISM. 

In connection with the shop trials by 
the Ordnance Department of a new piece 
of heavy seacoast artillery which took 
place at Watertown Arsenal recently there 
was demonstrated a new mechanism on 
which the effectiveness of the whole car- 
riage is largely dependent. 

The mechanism is technically known as 
arammer. Its function is the rapid trans- 
ferring of a projectile, weighing approxi- 
mately a ton, from a support directly be- 
hind the breech of the gun to a position in 
the bore, from which it begins its flight 
through the rifling. 

After seating the projectile the charge 
of powder is next transferred from the 
same support into the powder chamber 
and the breech is then closed ready for 
firing. 

In seating the projectile a great effort 
must be exerted on the base of the projec- 
tile to insure the copper band on the pro- 
jectile making a gas-tight seal on the seat- 
ing cone inside the gun. Furthermore, in 
transferring the powder charge into the 
gun only a slight effort can be used lest 
the silk fabric of the powder bags be rup- 
tured. These contrasting requirements 
are fully met in this mechanism, which, at 
will, can be made to exert a pressure of 
two tons on the projectile, with a ram- 
ming speed of eleven feet per second, or 
can be instantly slowed down to any speed 
desired with the greatest nicety of con- 
trol. 

The mechanism by which this is accom- 
plished consists of a heavy roller chain of 
such construction that its links can bend 
in relation to each other in only one direc- 
tion. When straightened out the links 
form a rigid strut which rams the projec- 
tile and powder. Normally, this chain is 
coiled in the rammer case and is propelled 
from it by a sprocket wheel, driven by 
power or by hand cranks. The power is 
furnished by an electric motor which runs 
continuously, whether ramming or not. Its 
power is transmitted to the driving 
sprocket through an hydraulic speed gear, 
by virtue of which the power transmitted 
to the chain can be varied at will from 
zero to the full power of the motor. 

The speed gear consists of two general 
parts. The first of these is essentially a 
high pressure oil pump whose stroke can 
be varied while running. This part is 
driven by the electric motor. The other 
part, that is connected to the driving 
sprocket, acts as an engine, driven by the 
oil from the pump. 

The average time consumed in ramming 
a projectile from its support behind the 
gu. to its final seat, a distance of 23% 
feet, is five seconds.

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NAVY PERSONNEL OF 86,000 MEN 
INADEQUUATE, LEAGUE MAINTAINS, 


William M. Glavin, executive secretary 
of the Navy League of the United States, 
has received the following letter from the 
Secretary of the Navy: 

“I am in receipt of your letter of May 
2, 1922, in which you state that there jy 
an opinion prevalent that 86,000 men wil] 
adequately man the conference Navy, and 
in which you request me to outline the 
guiding principle which should obtain jp 
determining personnel policy. 

“The Navy Department’s distribution of 
86,000 men is given in the Congressional 
Record of April 14, 1922, page 6051. With 
§6,000 men, we will have 180 destroyers 
end various other auxiliary craft out of 
commission. 

“Since the strength of the fleet depends 
almost entirely on the efficiency of its 
operation, if the 5-5-3 ratio is to have any 
significance, we must maintain the ratio 
in personnel as well as in matériel. The 
mumber of men recommended for nert 
year is a compromise in the immediate in 
terests of economy and should not be 
taken as a precedent. Temporary reduc 
tion of enlisted personnel is not so dap 
gerous as reduction in officer strength.” 

The Navy League is giving all the em- 
phasis it can to Secretary Denby’s state 
inent that “if the 5-5-3 ratio is to have any 
significance, we must maintain the ratio 
in personnel, as well as in matériel.” 

The League has issued the following 
statement: 

“We understand that, during the coming 
year, the enlisted personnel of the British 
pavy, including aviation, but exclusive of 
marines, will be kept up to over 100,000 
in spite of the extreme need for public 
economy in Great Britain. With but 
86,000 enlisted men in the United States 
Navy, our ratio to the British will not be 
the treaty equality designated by 5-5. It 
will be less than 4.3 to 5. 

“Similarly, the enlisted personnel of the 
Japanese navy during the coming year is 
expected to average over 70,000. On this 
basis the United States Navy cannot 
maintain the treaty ratio of 5-3 to the 
strength of Japan, for the actual ratio in 
personnel will be less than 3.7 to 3 

“The public should realize very clearly 
that the recommendation for only 86,00 
men for the next year does not support 
the treaty ratio of 5-5-3 but, in the words 
cf Secretary Denby, ‘is a compromise it 
the immediate interests of economy 
should not be taken as a precedent.’ 

“We desire also to emphasize Secretary 
Denby’s statement that ‘temporary reduc 
tivn of enlisted personnel is not so dab 
gerous as reduction in officer strength. 
For while, on the average, it is said to 
take three years of training to make 
competent naval seaman in our Navy, pre 
vided as it is with the finest recruits 
the world, it takes over ten years to trail} 
a modern naval officer. 





HOW ‘‘HOLY STONE’’ WAS NAMED.

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Increased Importance of Materiel 


By General Buat, Chief of Staff, French Army 


F there is a campaign where matériel 
I has played a role of primary impor- 

tance it is above all that of 1914 to 

1918. ‘The firearms of various cate- 
gories—infantry rifles, machine guns, gren- 
ades and field guns—not only have in- 
creased in number, but also in their pow- 
ers of destruction. The consequence has 
been that the combat methods of the differ- 
ent arms, and notably those of the infan- 
try, have been entirely changed. Where 
the ground is almost entirely beaten by 
bullets or by the fragments of bursting 
shells there is no longer room for objec- 
tives either movable or stationary offering 
an appreciably vulnerable surface to their 
blows. 

Those soldiers who devoted themselves 
before the war to historical study had lit- 
tle doubt of such a change, because his- 
tory, to which ultimately it is always nec- 
essary to ask light from the past in order 
to make clear the. future, reveals to us in 
many stages the inexorable law of evolu- 
tion. The appearance of the first arms 
caused the deep formations of the middle 
ages to disappear. Under Louis XIV com- 
bat was already carried on by battalions 
arranged in three ranks. At the end of 
the reign of Napoleon the suppression of 
the third rank had already come about. In 
1866, during the campaign of Sadowa, the 
Prussians inaugurated the battle tactics 
of single companies. The first combats of 
the war of 1870 showed the same Prus- 
sians that in the face of the Chassepot 
rifle of the French army it was no longer 
the company, but the platoon, a third of 
the company, which should constitute the 
smallest infantry battle unit. In 1918 we 
have come to the group of only a few men 
united around a machine gun. 

Kiverything leads us to believe that if it 
had been possible to confine this machine 
gun to a single infantry soldier, charged 
with firing it, loading it and advancing 
with it in the proper direction, our combat 
group would have been reduced to a single 
man. This is evidently impossible, and 
the combat group is the last word at pres- 
ent along the route of the dissemination of 
the infantry on the battlefield. But as the 
time is probably not very far away where 
no group, no matter how small, will be 
able to march to the attack with unpro- 


tected bodies without being exterminated, 
and as nevertheless it is necessary to at- 
tack, because without doing so victory can 
never be gained, the human imagination 
must give itself free rein in order to find 
the means of giving to the assailants at 
least partial artificial protection, sufficient 
to permit them to advance actually into 
the enemy’s position. 

The tanks, which we have seen become 
more and more numerous on our battle- 
fields, have only resulted from the neces- 
sity of some such method. 

The effects of firearms must increase in 
the future. This makes it certain that in 
increasing the number of our tanks, to the 
detriment of the infantry, properly said, 
we are conforming to one of the laws of 
evolution best indicated by history. 


Companies Reduced. 


The great war has given to this point of 
view a striking confirmation, the infantry 
company, which in 1914 included 250 men, 
has fallen step by step from 200 to 175, 
and it was not simply lack of effectives 
which was the essential cause of this trans- 
formation. No, everything poinfs to the 
increase in the power of armament. There 
ean be no doubt that a small number of 
men distributed over any given front and 
admirably armed are for either defense or 
for attack much stronger and less vulner- 
able than a much greater number carry- 
ing arms of less power. 

In the attack in particular, the smaller 
the number and the more scattered about 
the more the advantages gained of offering 
to the enemy’s blows a more difficult ob- 
jective, with the result that a greater num- 
ber of his bullets and shell fragments are 
lost in the ground instead of burying them- 
selves in the breasts of the attackers. 

At the beginning of the war the French 
infantry included perhaps 2,000,000 men. 
When the hour of the armistice sounded 
its effectives did not number more than a 
million. However, the sum total of com- 
batants had not sensibly changed. To 
tnose who remained infantrymen had been 
distributed an armament more and more 
numerous and perfected. To the others 
had been given posts in the special arms, 
and notably in the artillery, of which the 
function is to fire from a distance projec- 
tiles destined to help the defense or the 
attack of the infantry, or to create, if one 
wishes to say 80, in advance of the infan- 


try, a zone of fire which no human being 
is able to enter without running the risk 
of immediate loss of life. 

The inerease of the artillery in the period 
from 1914 to 1918 has been formidable. 
From 200,000 men it increased to more 
than 700,000. Everything indicates that 
if hostilities had been prolonged it proba- 
bly would have been more numerous than 
the infantry. 

It is then a well-confirmed law of his- 
tory that because of the greater and greater 
difficulty of remaining alive upon it, the 
battlefield is little by little emptying itself 
of all men who are not artificially pro- 
tected, with the result that there is a 
steady increase in those branches of the 
Service which fight protected either by steel 
or the interposition of a certain distance 
between themselves and the enemy. 

The artillery belongs in the second cate- 
yory. The first is represented by the tanks. 
However, the artillery itself cannot draw 
back indefinitely from the front. Now it 
is probable that with time the zone beaten 
by intense fire will extend more and more 
towards the rear of the battlefield. 

If this is so, what are we to conclude? 
Will the artillery also be driven to the 
two methods of precedure already imposed 
upon the infantry—to cover and to scatter 
over the ground? If so, the shields which 
are now utilized will continue to become 
larger and larger and thicker and thicker. 
Also, the scattering of the batteries, both 
in width and depth, which became a rule 
at the end of the war, will be even more 
necessary. 


There Must Be a Limit. 


However, there must ultimately be a 
limit. because we know that the number 
of batteries cannot go on increasing, as 
there will not be sufficient room to scatter 
them about. Therefore, in the same way 
that a single machine gun has replaced 
many rifles, it is possible to imagine a ma- 
chine served by a small number of men, 
probably specialists, which will not offer 
more than a very small surface to enemy 
projectiles, uniting in itself the power 
which to-day is represented by a battery 
of a number of guns and caissons. 

We are consequently launched into that 
vast domain which many will say is the 
land of dreams. However, we should not 
fear to enter it. We are in no danger of 
Josing ourselves as long as we cling tight- 


ly to the path pointed out by t evolu- 
tion. At the most, we can only get sev- 
eral years ahead of our ang time, but 
if no one ever moved too fast, where would 
progress come from? Also, if we succeed 
in making a considerable advance—and a 
problem once clearly proposed, it is sel- 
dom that some ingenious spirit does not 
furnish the solution—will it not be to 
our great advantage? 

One word more before finishing. Ina 
France, at least, there has been a 
deal of discussion on the relative value of 
what is commonly called the personnel 
branches of the Service and the matériel 
branches. This discussion is absolutely 
vain. As I believe I have shown in the 
first part of this article, the introduction 
into the various branches of the Service 
of more and more matériel has no other 
effect than to lead to a greater distribu- 
tion in depth on the battlefield, without in 
any way diminishing the total number of 
men employed. This is easily explained 
A highly developed matériel generally, able 
to fire much more rapidly than its prede- 
cessors, necessarily leads to a much great- 
er consumption of ammunition, and there- 
fore demands greater means of supply. It 
might be said that the greater the effi- 
ciency of the matériel, the more numer- 
ous must be the men attached directly or 
indirectly to serve it. 

An airplane is a striking example. This 
anparatus, which is managed by two men, 
and frequently by one, demands for its 
proper use an additional twenty-five to 
thirty. men to insure its proper functions 
ing and upkeep. Inevitably in the future 
when a nation places all its available citi- 
zens on a war footing, that nation un- 
doubtedly will increase its matériel up to 
the maximum quantity which can be bans 
dled by the personne! available. 


In conclusion, it would seem that inso- 
far as the personnel is concerned we 
should work unremittingly to form good 
cadres, because good cadres always make 
good troops. With respect to the maté- 
riel, we should prolong beyond to-day the 
eurve of evolution drawn by the history 
of the past and courageously demand of 
our engineers that they solve the problem 
of the matériel shown to be necessary for 
the future. Lack of such matériel in the 
next conflict will inevitably find us in a 
state of inferiority in the face of any 
more far-sighted adversary. 





The joint Senate and House conference 
committee took up the Army Appropria- 
tion bill on June 6. At its first session the 
joint committee violated the eight-hour 
law, but despite the strenuous efforts of 
the conferees the opinion was expressed 
that the bill will not come up again in the 
House until the first of next week. 

There is a warmer contest éver the non- 


military provisions of the bill than over 
those pertaining to the Army. The Senate 
has struck out some of the pet measures of 
the House and inserted some that are ob- 
Jectionable to the lower chamber of Con- 
gress. It is believed that it will require 
three or four long sessions before the non- 
military provisions of the bill have been 
gone over by the conferees. 

The Senate members of the joint com- 
mittee, consisting of Chairman Wadsworth 
and Senators Jones of Washington, Hitch- 
tock and Harris, are as a whole friendly 
to the proposition of carrying out provi- 
Slons of the Army Reorganization act. 
Senator Hitchcock, as the debate on the 
Army bill indicates, is opposed to the en- 
listed strength as provided for by the Sen- 
ate. Even the Senator from Nebraska is 
i favor of maintaining something like an 
adequate corps of officers. 

Not so much ean be said for the House 
conferees, Representative Stafford knows 
very little about the Army and cares less. 
Mr. Sisson’s attitude towards all national 
defense measures is too well known to re- 
quire comment. He and Mr. Stafford op- 
Posed every increase that was proposed, 
hot only for the Regular Army, but for the 
National Guard, Reserve officers and al! 
other training activities. Both of them 
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favored a reduction in the number of offi- 
cers of the Regular Army to 9,000 and the 
enlisted force to 75,000. 

The only ray of hope on the House side 
of the conferees is Chairman Anthony of 
the sub-committee. Mr. Anthony, before 
President Harding took his seat, came out 
in favor of a Regular Army of 150,000. 
He changed his attitude, it is stated, be- 
cause the House demanded a larger de- 
crease in the strength of the Regular 
Army. At the beginning of Congress there 
was a clamor for drastic reductions in 
Army and Navy appropriations in the 
House, because its members thought that 
this was in line with the sentiment of the 
country. There has been a change in sen- 
timent both in Congress and in the coun- 
try, and it is believed now that Mr. An- 
thony will be inclined to yield to the Sen- 
ate conferees, especially after the strong 
letter that President Harding has written 
i> Senator Wadsworth. The President’s 
letter declaring-in effect the Senate bill to 
be the minimum required by the defenses 
cf the country not only will influence Mr. 
Anthony, but will have an effect on the 
entire House. In some quarters it is be- 
lieved that the President’s letter will re- 
sult in the passage of the bill practically 
as it came from the Senate. However, 
Mr. Anthony is now in position as one 
of the conferees where he can help carry 
cut his original announcement for a rea- 
sonable decrease in the strength of the 
Regular Army to 150,000. He can also 
ccemonstrate whether he is willing to sup- 
port the National Guard and a citizen 
Army. 

The Senate sub-committee in charge of 
the Naval Appropriation bill has abou’. 
completed its work. ‘The bill is expected 


to come out of the committee at any mo- 
meat. Much will depend upon the situa- 
tion on the floor of the Senate. 

The leaders in the Senate have agreed 
that as soon as the committee is ready to 
take up the bill they will lay aside the 
tariff bill, as they did in handling the 
Army Appropriation bill. The members 
of the House are anxious to dispose of all 
of the appropriation bills at the earliest 
possible moment. The leaders are plan- 
ning for a recess, so that the members can 
go home while the Senate is wrestling with 
the tariff bill. On this account, when the 
conferees on both the Army and the Navy 
bill have agreed, the House will make short 
work of approving the measure, 


Credit for Pay Bill. 


With the Pay bill now virtually on the 
Statutes of the United States, the period 
of expressing appreciation for the work 
done by the representatives of the six Ser- 
vices has arrived. Secretary of War Weeks 
has taken the lead by writing letters to the 
Secretary of the Navy, Secretary of the 
Treasury and the Secretary of Commerce 
expressing in the warmest terms his grati- 
fication at the co-operation of the other de- 
partments and their officers. Col. Edward 
I.. Munson, G.S., the ranking member of 
the Army representatives, has also written 
letters to his brother officers thanking them 
for their tireless efforts. 

Colonel Munson is frequently referred 
to as the chairman of the Service commit- 
tee, although he refused to admit that he 
was entitled to this designation. Perhaps 
a more suitable title would be that of mod- 
erator, as time after time Colonel Munson 
was called upon to use diplomacy and often 
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plead with the members of the Service com- 


mittee in order-to prevent a = 
Now that it is over it might be well to 
state that one of the greatest tasks in se- 
curing the legislation was laid upon Col- 
onel Munson’s shoulders, as he was de- 
pended upon by Chairman Wadsworth of 
the Senate special committee and Chair- 
man McKenzie of the House special com- 
mittee to secure an agreement among the 
Services. Time after time it looked as if 
he would not succeed, but by his tireless 
patience his efforts were crowned with suc- 
cess. In the closing days there was abso- 
lute harmony among the representatives 
of the Services.

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Complete Text of Pay 
Bill, Effective July 1 


Agreement of the conferees on the Sen- 
ate amendments of the Service Pay bill 
was reported in this paper June 3. 

The complete text of the bill, its various 
provisions revised to conform to the 
amendments agreed to by both houses and 
as sent to the President for his approval, 
fcllows: 

THE PAY BILL. 


H.R. 10972, Mr. McKenzie—To readjust the 
pay and allowances of the commissioned and 
enlisted personnel of the Army. Navy, Marine 
Corps, Coast Guard, Coast and Geodetic Survey, 
and Public Health Service. 

Be it enacted, etc., That, beginning July 1, 
1922, for the purpose of computing the annual 
pay of the commissioned officers of the Regular 
Army and Marine Corps below the grade of 
brigadier general, of the Navy below the grade 
of rear admiral, of the Coast Guard, of the 
@east and Geodetic Survey, and of the Public 
Health Service below the grade of surgeon gen- 
ersl, pay periods are prescribed, and the base 
pay for each is fixed as follows: 


Pay Periods. 


The first period, $1,500; the second period, 
$2,000; the third riod, $2,400; the fourth 
period, $3,000; the fifth period, $3,500; and the 
sixth period, $4,000, 


The pay of the sixth period shall be paid 
to colonels of the Army, captains of the Navy, 
and officers of corresponding grade who have 
completed 26 years’ service, or whose first ap- 
pointment in the permanent service was in a 
grade above that corresponding to captain in 

Army, or who were appointed to the Regu- 
lar a under the provisions of the first sen- 
tence of Sec. 24, act of June 3, 1916, as 
amended by the act of June 4, 1920; to officers 
of the Staff Corps of the Na advanced by 
selection under existing laws to the rank or pay 
of captain; to lieutenant colonels of the Army, 
commanders of Navy, and officers of cor- 
responding grade, and lieutenant commanders 
of the line and Engineer Corps of the Coast 
Guard who have eae 80 years’ service; 
and to the Chief of Chaplains of the Army. 


Tho pay of the fifth period shall be paid to 
colonels of the Army, captains of the Navy, and 

cers of corresponding grade who are not en- 
titled to the pay of the sixth period; to lieuten- 
ant colonels of the Army, commanders of the 
Navy, and officers of corresponding grade who 
have completed 20 years’ service, or whose first 
appointment in the permanent service was in 
#@ grade above that corresponding to captain in 
the Army, or who were appointed to the Regu- 
Jar Army under the provisions of the first sen- 
tence of said Sec. 24; to officers of the Staff 
Corps of the Navy advanced by selection under 
existing laws to the rank or pay of commander; 
and to majors of the Army, lieutenant com- 
manders of the Navy, and officers of correspond- 
ng e who have completed 23 years’ ser- 
vice: Provided, That lieutenant commanders of 
the Staff Co of the Navy who were appointed 
between the dates of March 4, 1913, and June 
7, 1916, in a grade above that of ensign, shall 
receive the pay of this pay period after complet- 
ing 20 years’ service. 


The pay of the fourth period shall be paid 
to lieutenant colonels of the Army, commanders 
of Navy, and officers of corresponding grade 
who are not entitled to the pay of the fifth or 
sixth period; to majors of the Army, lieutenant 
commanders of the Navy, and officers of cor- 
responding grade who have completed 14 years’ 
service, or whose first appointment in the perma- 
nent service was in a grade above that cor- 
responding to second lieutenant in the Army, or 
who were appointed to the Regular Army under 
the provisions of the first sentence of said Sec. 
24; to captains of the Army, lieutenants of 

Navy, and officers of corresponding grade 
who have completed 17 years’ service, except 
those whose promotion is limited by law to this 
omy and who are not entitled under existing 

w to the pay and allowances of a higher grade; 
and to lieutenants of the Staff Corps of the Navy, 
and lieutenants and lieutenants (j.g.) of the line 
and Engineer Co of the Coast Guard whose 
total commissio: service equals that of lieu- 
tenant commanders of the line of the Navy draw- 
ing the pay of this period. 


The pay of the third goes shall be paid to 
majors of the Army, lieutenant commanders 
of the Navy, and officers of corresponding grade 
who are not entitled to the pay of the fourth, 
fifth, or sixth period; to captains of the Army, 
lieutenants of the Navy, and officers of cor- 
responding grade who have completed seven 
years’ service, or whose first appointment in the 
permanent service was in a grade above that 
corresponding to second lieutenant in the Army, 
or whose present rank dates from July 1, 1920, 
or earlier; to first lieutenants of the Army, 
lieutenants (j.g.) of the Navy, and officers of 
corresponding grade who have completed ten 

ars’ service; and to lieutenants (j.g.) of the 
ine and Engineer Corps of the ast Guard 
whose total commissioned service equals that of 
lieutenants of the line of the Navy drawing the 
pay of this period. 


The pay of the second period shall be paid 
to captains of the Army, lieutenants of the 
Navy, and officers of corresponding grade who 
aru not entitled to the pay of the third or 
fourth period; to first lieutenants of the Army, 
Yieutenants (j.g.) of the Navy, and officers of 
corresponding grade who have comp’ ree 
years’ service, or whose first appointment in 
the permanent service was in a grade above 
that corresponding to second lieutenant in the 
Army; and to second lieutenants of the Army, 
ensigns of the Navy, and officers of correspond- 
ing grade who have completed five years’ ser- 
vice. 


The pay of the first period shall be paid to 
all other officers whose pay is provided for 
in this section. 


War Pay and Longevity. 


During the existence of a state of war, for- 
mally secggnions by Conguees, officers of grades 
corresponding to those of colonel, lieutenant col- 
onel, major, captain and first lieutenants of 

Army, holding either permanent or tempo- 
rary commissions as such, shall receive the pa 
of the sixth, fifth, fourth, third and secon 
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riods, respectively, unless entitled under the 
oregoing provisions of this section to the pay 
of a higher period. 
Every officer paid under the provisions of 
section shall ve an increase of five per 
centum of the base pay of his period for each 
three years of service up to 30 years: Provi 
That the base pay pies my Se length of ser- 
vice of no officer Ww grade of colonel 
of the Army, captain of the Navy, 
responding grade, shall exceed $5,750. 


Limiting Retired Pay. 


Nothing contained in the first sentence of Sec. 
17 or in any other section of this act shall 
authorize an increase in the pay of officers or 
be officers on the retired list on June 380, 


Counting Service for Longevity. 


For officers appointed on and after July 1, 
1922, no service shall be counted for purposes o 
ay except active commissioned service under & 
ederal appointment and commissioned service in 
the National Guard when called out fl order of 
the President. For officers in the rvice on 
June 30, 1922, there shall be included in the 
computation all service which is now counted in 
computing longevity pay, and service as a con- 
tract surgeon serving full time; and also 75 
per cent. of all other periods of time during 
which they have held commissions as officers of 
the Organized Militia between Jan. 21, 1903, 
and July 1, 1916, or of the National Guard, 
the Naval Militia, or the National Naval Volun- 
teers since June 3, 1916. . 

The provisions of this act shall apply equa’ 
to those persons serving, not as commission 
officers in the Army, or in the other services 
mentioned in the title of this act, but whose 
pay under existing law is an_ amount equivalent 
to that of a commissioned officer of one of the 
above grades, those receiving the pay ’ coloneh

Such 
rate for one room is hereby fixed at $20 per 
month for the fiseal year 1923, and this rate 
shall be the maximum and shall be used by the 
President as the standard in fixin

officer receiving the base pay of the first period 
the amount of this allowance shall be equal to 
that for two rooms, to each officer receiving 
the base pay of the second period the amount 
of this allowance shall be equal to that for 


three to each officer receiving the base 
pay of third period the amount of this 
allowance be equal to that for four rooms, 
to each officer receiving the base pay of the 
fourth period the amount of this allowance shall

In lieu of the above allowances an 
officer with no dependents an me ge the base 
pay of the first or second period shall receive 
the allowance for two rooms, that such an officer 

ving the base pay of the third or fourth 
period shall receive the allowance for three 
rooms, and that such an officer receiving the 
base pay of the fifth or sixth period shall receive 
the allowance for four rooms, but no rental 
allowance shall be made to any officer without 
dependents by reason of his employment on field 
or sea duty. 





Pay Limitations. 


Sec. 7. That when the total of base pay, pay 
for length of service and allowances for sub- 
ist and rental of quarters, authorized in 





lieutenant colonel, major, ’ 
ant and second lieutenant being classified as in 
the sixth, fifth, fourth, third, second and first 
periods respectively. 


Pay Clerks, Contract Surgeons, Commissioned 
Warrant Officers, Field Clerks. 


Pay clerks of the Marine Corps shall receive 
the pay of second lieutenants of the Army of the 
same length of service. 

Contract surgeons serving full time shall have 
the pay and allowances for subsistence and 
rental authorized for officers serving in their 
second pay period. Commissioned warrant offi. 
cers on the active list with creditable records 
shall, after six years’ commissioned service, re- 
ceive the pay of the second period, and after 
twelve years’ commissioned service, receive the 
pay of the third period: Provided, That a com- 
missioned warrant officer promoted from the 
grade of warrant officer shall suffer no re- 
duction of pay by reason of such promotion. 

Army field clerks and field clerks, Q.M. Corps, 
shall have the allowances for subsistence and 
rental authorized for officers receiving the pay 
of the first period. 

Field and Sea Service. 

Sec. 2. That no commissioned officer while 
on field or sea duty shall receive any increase 
of his base pay or compensation by reason of 
such duty. 


National Guard and Reserves. 


Sec. 3. That when officers of the National 
Guard or of the reserve forces of any of the 
services mentioned in the title of this act are 
authorized by law to receive Federal pay, those 
serving in grades corresponding to those of col- 
onel, lieutenant colonel, major, captain, first lieu- 
tenant and second lieutenant of the Army shall 
receive the pay of the sixth, fifth, fourth, third, 
second and first periods, respecti . In com- 
puting the increase of pay for each period of 
three years’ service, such officers shall be credited 
with full time for all periods during which 
they have held commissions as officers of any 
of the services mentioned in the title of this 
act, or in the Organized Militia prior to July 
1, 1916, or in the National Guard, or in 
the Naval Militia, or in the National Naval 
Volunteers, or in the Naval Reserve Force or 
Marine Corps rve Force, when confirmed in 
grade and qualified for all general service, with 
full time for all periods during which they have 
performed active duty under reserve commis- 
sions, and with one-half time for all other 
periods during which they have held reserve 
commissions. 


Dependents. 


Sec. 4. That the term “dependent” as used in 
the succeeding sections of this act shall in- 
clude at all times and in all places a lawful 
wife and unmarried children under twenty-one 
years of age. It shall also include the mother 
of the officer provided she is in fact dependent 
on him for her chief support. 


Subsistence. 


Sec. 5. That each commissioned officer on 
the active list, or on active duty below the 
grade of brigadier general or its equivalent, in 
any of the services mentioned in the title of 
this act, shall be entitled at all times, in ad- 
dition to his pay, to a money allowance for 
subsistence, the value of one allowance to 
determined by the President for each fiscal year 
in accordance with a certificate furni by the 
Secretary of Labor showing the comparative re- 
tail cost of food in the United States for the 
previous calendar year as compared with the 
calendar year 1922. The value of one allowance 
is hereby fixed at 60 cents per day for the fiscal 
year 1923, and this value shall be the maximum 
and shall be used by the President as ‘the 
standard in fixing the same or lower values 
for subsequent years. To each officer of any 
of the said services receiving the base pay of 
the first period the amount of this allowance 
shall be equal to one subsistence allowance, to 
each officer receiving the base pay of the sec- 
ond, third, or sixth period the amount of this 
allowance shall be equal to two subsistence 
allowances, and to each officer receiving the base 
pay of the fourth or fifth period the amount of 
this allowance shall be equal to three subsistence 
allowances: Provided, t an officer with no 
dependents shall receive one subsistence allew- 
ance in lieu of the above allowances. 


Quarters. 


Sec. 6. That each commissioned officer on 
the active list or on active duty below the grade 
of brigadier general or its equivalent, in any 
of the services mentioned in the title of this 
act, if public quarters are not available, shall 
be enti at all times, in addition to his pay, 
to a money allowance for rental of quarters, 
the amount of such allowance to be determined 
by the rate for one room fixed by the Presi- 
dent for each fiscal year in accordance with 
a certificate furnished by the Secretary of Labor 
showing the comparative cost of rents in the 
United States for the preceding calendar year 





this act for any officer below the ade of 
br er general or its equivalent, shall exceed 
$7,200 a oe the amount of the allowances to 
which such officer is entitled shall be-reduced by 
the amount of the excess above $7,200: Pro- 
vided, That this section shall not apply to the 
Captain Commandant of the Ooast Guard nor 
to the Director of the Coast and Geodetic Sur- 
vey. 


General Officers and Flag Officers. 


Sec. 8. That commencing July 1, 1922, the 
annual base pay of a brigadier general of the 
Army and of the Marine Corps, rear admiral 
(lower half) of the Navy, commodore of the 
Navy, and Surgeon General of the Public Health 
Service shall be $6,000; and the annual base 
pay of a ~— general of the Army and of 
the Marine Corps, and rear admiral (upper 
half) of the Navy shall be $8,000. Every such 
officer shall be entitled to the same money allow- 
ance for subsistence as is authorized in Sec. 5 
of this act for officers receiving the pay of 
the sixth period and to the same money allow- 
ance for rental of quarters as is authorized 
in Sec. 6 of this act for officers receiving the 
pay of the sixth period: Provided, That when 
the total of base pay, subsistence and rental 
allowances exceeds $7,500 for officers serving 
in the grade of brigadier general of the Army 
and of the Marine Oorps, rear admiral (lower 
half) of the Navy, commodore of the Navy, and 
Surgeon General of the Public Health Service, 
and $9,700 for those serving in the grade of 
major general of the Army and of the Marine 
Corps, and rear admiral (upper half) of the 
Navy, the amount of the allowances to which 
such officer is entitled shall be reduced by the 
amount of the excess above $7,500 or $9,700, 
respectively. Rear admirals of the Navy serving 
in higher grades shall be entitled, while so serv- 
ing, to the pay and allowances of a rear ad- 
miral (upper half) and to a personal money 
allowance r year as follows: When serving 
in the gr le of vice admiral, $500; when serv- 
ing in grade of admiral or as Chief of Naval 
Operations, $2,200. 


Warrant Officers and Enlisted Men, Army and 
Marine Corps. 


Sec. 9. That commencing July 1, 1922, the 
monthly base Pd of warrant officers and en- 
listed men of Army and Marine Corps shall 
be as follows: Warrant officers of the Army 
and Marine Corps, $148; warrant officers, Army 
Mine Planter Service, master, $185; first mate, 
$141; second mate, $109; engineer, $175; as- 
sistant engineer, $120; enlisted men of the first 
grade, $126; enlisted men of the second grade, 
$84; enlisted men of the third grade, $72; en- 
listed men of the fourth grade, $54; enlisted 
men of the fifth grade, $42; enlis men of 
the sixth gee, $30; enlisted men of the 
seventh grade, $21; and the pay for specialists’ 
ratings shali be as follows: First class, $30; 
second class, $25; third class, $20; fourth 
class, $15; fifth class, $6; sixth class, $3. Ex- 
isting laws eo continuous-service pay 
for each five years of service are hereby re- 
pealed, effective June 30, 1922. Commencin 
July 1, 1922, warrant officers of. the Army an 
Marine Cocgs, including warrant officers of 
the Army ine Planter Service and enlisted 
men of the Army and Marine Corps, shall re- 
ceive, as a permanent addition to their pay, an 
increase of five per centum of their base pay 
for each four years of service in any of the 
services mentioned in the title of this act not 
to exceed 25 per centum. On and after July 
1, 1922, an enlistment allowance equal to $50, 
multiplied by the number of years served in the 
enlistment period from which he has last been 
discharged, shall ‘paid to every honorably 
discharged enlisted man of the first three grades 
who re-enlists within a period of three months 
from the date of his discharge, and an enlistment 
allowance of $25, multiplied by the number of 
years served in the enlistment period from which 
he has last been discharged, shall be paid to 
every honorably discha enlisted man of the 
other grades who re-enlists within a period of 
three months from the date of his discharge. 

Nothing contained herein shall operate to re- 
duce the pay now asing secoiees by any trans- 
ferred member of the Fleet Marine Corps Re- 
serve. On and after July 1, 1922, retired 
enlisted men of the Army and Marine Corps 
shall have their retired pay computed as now 
hg ype by law on the basis of pay provided 
n act. 


Warrant Officers and Enlisted Men, Navy and 
Coast Guard. 


Sec. 10. That on and after July 1, 1922, 
the monthly base pay of warrant officers of 
the Navy and Coast ard shall be as follows: 
During the first six years of ce—at sea 
$153, on shore $185; during the second six 
years of service—at sea $168, on shore $147; 
after twelve years’ service—at sea $189, on

monthly base pay of $99. That the Secretary 
ofthe Navy is authorized to fix the pay grade 
for the various ratings of enlisted men of the 
Navy; and the Secretary of the Treasury is 
authorized to fix the pay grade for the various 
ratings of enlisted men of the Coast Guard. 
Mates shall receive the pay of enlisted men of the 
first grade of the Navy. Nothing contained 
herein shall operate to reduce the pay now being 
received by any transferred member of the Ficet 
Naval Reserve. In lieu of all permanent addi- 
tions to pay now authorized for enlisted men 
of the avy and Coast Guard, they shall 
receive, as a permanent addition to their pay, 
an inerease of, ten per centum on the base py 
of their rating upon completion of the first 
four yeats of enlisted service, and an additional 
increase of five per centum for each four years’ 
service thereafter, the total not to exceed 25 
per centum. All transient additions to pay of 
evlisted men of the Navy and Coast Guard are 
hereby repealed, except as provided for in See, 
21 of this act. 

The rates of pay of the insular force of 
the Navy shall be one-half the rates of pay pre 
scribed for enlisted men of the Navy in cor- 
responding ratings. Existing laws authorizing 
a@ re-enlistment gratuity to enlisted men of the 
Navy and Coast Guard are hereby repealed, 
and an enlistment allowance equal to $50 
multiplied by the number of years served in 
the enlistment period from which he has last 
been discharged, but not to exceed $200, shall 
be paid to every honorably discharged enlisted 
man of the first three grades who re-enlists 
within a period of three months from the date 
of his discharge; and an enlistment allowance 
of $25 multiplied by the number of years served 
in the enlistment ported from which he has 
last been discharged, but not to exceed $100, 
shall be paid to every honorably discharged en- 
listed man of the other grades who re-enlists 
within a period of three months from the date 
of his discharge. ‘ j 

On and after July 1, 1922, retired enlisted 
men of the Navy and Coast Guard shall have 
their retired pay computed as now authorized by 
law on the basis of pay provided by this act, 


Subsistence and Quarters. 


Sec. 11. That warrant officers of the Army, 
including those of the Army Mine Planter Ser- 
vice, of the Navy, Marine Corps, and Coast 
Guard, shall be entitled at all times to the same 
money allowance for subsistence as is author- 
ized in Sec. 5 of this act for officers receiving 
the pay of the first period, and to the same 
money allowance for rental of quarters as is 
authorized in Sec. 6 of this act for officers re- 
ceiving the pay of the first period. To ea 
enlisted man not furnished quarters or rations 
in kind there shall be granted, under such regu- 
lations as the President may prescribe, an allow- 
ance for quarters and subsistence, the value of 
which shall depend on the conditions under 
which the duty of the man is being performed, 
and shall not exceed $4 per day. These regu- 
lations shall be uniform for all the services 
mentioned in the title of this act. Subsistence 
for pilots shall be paid in accordance with exist- 
ing regulations, and rations for enlisted men 
may be commuted as now authorized by law. 


Travel Allowances, Officers. 


Sec. 12. That officers of any of the ser- 
vices mentioned in the title of this act, when 
traveling under competent orders without troops, 
shall receive a mileage allowance at the rate of 
eight cents per mile, distance to be computed 
by the shortest usually traveled route and exist- 
ing laws providing for the issue of transporta- 
tion requests to officers of the Army traveling 
under competent orders, and for deduction to 

made from mileage accounts when trans 

rtation is furnished by the United States, are 
Rereb made applicable to all the services men- 
tion in the title of this act, but in cases 
when orders are given for travel to be per- 
formed repeatedly between two or more places in 
the same vicinity, as determined by the head 
of the executive department concerned, he may, 
in his discretion, direct that actual and neces- 
sary expenses only be allowed. Actual expenses 
only shall be paid for travel under orders out- 
side the limits of the United States in North 
America. Unless otherwise expressly provided 
by law, no officer of the services mentioned 
in the title of this act shall be allowed or paid 
any sum in excess of expenses actually incurred 
for subsistence while traveling on duty away 
from his designated post of duty, nor any sum 
for such expenses actually incurred in excess 
of $7 per day. The heads of the executive de- 
partments concerned are authorized to prescribe 
per diem rates of allowance, not exceeding $6, 
in lieu of subsistence to officers traveling on 
official business and away from their designated 
posts of duty. 


Transportation, Dependents. 


In lieu of the transportation in kind author 
ized by Sec. 12 of an act entitled “An act to 
inerease the efficiency of the commissioned and 
enlisted personnel of the Army, Navy, Marine 
Corps, Coast Guard, Coast and Geodetic Survey, 
and Public Health Service,” approved May 18, 
1920, to be furnished by the United States 
for dependents, the President may authorize the 
payment in money of amounts equal to such 
commercial transportation costs when such travel 
shall have been completed. Dependent children 
— be such as are defined in Sec. 4 of this 
act. 


Nurses. 


Sec. 13. That, commencing July 1, 1922, the 
annual pay of female nurses of the Army and 
Navy shall be as follows: During the first three 
years of service, $840; from the beginning of 
the fourth year of service until the completion 
of the sixth year of service, $1,080; from 
beginning of the seventh year of service uD 
the completion of the ninth year of service, 
$1,380; from the beginning of the tenth year 
of service, 1,560. Superintendents of the Nurse 
Corps shall receive a money allowance at the 
rate of $2,500 a year, assistant superintenden 
directors and assistant directors at the rate © 
$1,500 a year, and chief nurses at the rate © 
$600 a year, in addition to their pay as nurses. 
Nurses shall be entitled to the same allowance 
for subsistence as is authorized in Sec. 5 0 : 
act for officers receiving the pay of the a 
period, and to the same allowances for rental 0 
quarters as is authorized in Sec. 6 of this = 
for officers receiving the pay of the first perioe. 


National Guard. 


Sec. 14. That officers of the National Guerd 
receiving Federal pay, except for armory rill, 
and resérve officers of any of the services men 
tioned in the title of this act while on active 
duty shall receive the allowances herein Pre 
seri for officers of the regular services it 
Secs. 5 and 6 of this act. Hereafter, in addi 
tion to the pay authorized in Sec. 109, act 
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June 3, 1916, as amended by the act of June 4, 
1920, field o and lieutenants of the Na- 
tional Guard commanding organizations less than 
a brigade, and having administrative functions, 
shall receive pcg Bot year for the faithful per- 
formance of inistrative duties connected 
therewith; and warrant officers of the National 
Guard shall receive not more than four-thirtieths 
of the monthly base pay of their grade for 
satisfactory performance of their appropriate 
duties, under such regulations as the cretary 
of War may prescribe. 

On and after July 1, 1922, the armory drill 
pay for enlisted men of the National Guard of 
the sixth grade shall be $1.15, and for those 
of the seventh grade shall be $1, in lieu of that 
authorized in Sec. 110, act of June 8, 1916, as 
amended by the act of June 4, 1920; and the 
pay of enlisted men of the National Guard of 
the sixth and seventh grades shall be $1.15 and 
$1 per day, respectively, whenever they are par- 
ticipating in exercises provided for by Secs. 94, 
97 and 99 of the National Defense act, ap- 
proved June 3, 1916.

Sec. 15, That existing laws authorizing in- 
crease of pay for foreign service and commuta- 
= = quarters, heat and light are hereby re- 
pealed, 


Saving Clause, 1908 Pay. 


Sec. 16. That nothing contained in this act 
shall operate to reduce the pay of any officer 
on the active list below the pay to which he is 
entitled by reason of his grade and length of ser- 
vice on June 80, 1922, not including additional 
pay authorize by the act entitled “An act to 
increase the efficiency of the commissioned and 
enlisted personnel of the Army, Navy, and Ma- 
rine Corps, Coast Guard, Coast and Geodetic 
Survey, and Public Health Service,” approved 
May 18, 1920; and nothing contained in this 
act shall operate to reduce the total of the 
pay and allowances which any enlisted man of 
the Army, Navy, Marine Corps, or Coast Guard 
is now receiving during his current enlistment 
and while he holds his present grade or rating.

Pay on Retired List.

their retired pay, or equivalent pay, computed 
as now authorized by law on the basis of pay 
provided in this act: Provided, That nothing 
contained in this act shall operate to reduce 
the present pay of officers, warrant officers and 
enlisted men now on the retired list or officers 
or warrant officers in an equivalent status of 
any of the services mentioned in the title of 
this act. [See retired pay limitation in Sec. 1. 
—EDITOR. Active duty performed after June 
30, 1922, by an officer on the retired list or its 
equivalent shall not entitle such officer to promo- 
tion. 

Provided, That officers and former officers 
of the Philippine Scouts who were placed on 
the retired list prior to June 4, 1920, shall be 
entitled to promotion on the retired list for ac- 
tive duty heretofore performed subsequent to re- 
tirement, in accordance with the provisions of 
Sec. 127a of the act of June 3, 1916, as 
amended by the act of June 4, 1920, and to the 
same pay and benefits received by other officers 
of the Army of like grade and length of service, 
on the retired list. 

Retired officers of the Army, Navy, Marine 
Corps, Coast Guard, and Coast and Geodetic 
Survey below the grade of brigadier general or 
commodore and retired warrant officers and en- 
listed men of those services shall, when on active 
duty, receive full pay and allowances. 


Qualification Pay.

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Weekly Review of 
Fighting Going On 


After his severe defeat on the Peking- 
Machang front in the early part of May, 
Chang-Tso-lin withdrew his available 
troops to the vicinity of Kaiping. Under 
the menace of an outflanking movement, 
he was again compelled to withdraw and 
took up a position to the north of the 
Lwan river. Continuation of Wu Pei Fu’s 
outflanking tactics has forced the Manchu- 
rian troops to continue their retrograde 
movement, and they are now reported to 
be retiring on Shanhaikuan, at the junc- 
tion of the Tientsin-Mukden railway with 
the Great Wall. 

Following closely on the heels of the re- 
treating Manchurians, Wu Pei Fu’s forces 
are now réported to be approaching the 
town of Peitaho. In the meantime an- 
other column of Wu Pei Fu’s forces, march- 
ing overland via Jehol, is reported ap- 
proaching Chinchowfu. If the latter re- 
port is correct, it would appear that the 
retreat of Chang-T'so-lin’s forces on Muk- 
den is practically cut off and that he will 
be forced to accept an engagement or sur- 
render his command. 

















Altogether, the indicaticns are that 
Chang-Tso-lin is nearing the end of his 
career as a military leader in China. Not 
only is he suffering defeat at the hands of 
his opponent, but extreme disaffection ap- 
pears to be setting in among the ranks of 
his own forces. It is reported that his sol- 
diers stationed along the Chinese Hastern 
railroad have mutinied and declared in 
favor of Wu Pei Fu. Almost the entire 
railroad is said to be in the hands of troops 
who have revolted against the Manchurian 
chief. The garrison in Harbin has gone 
over completely to Wu Pei Fu’s side. Gen- 
eral Wu Chien Sheng, tuchun of Heilung- 
kiang and a subordinate of Chang-Tso-lin, 
is reported to be moving from Shanhai- 
kuan with a force of about 5,000 troops 
against the Harbin mutineers, numbering 
about 3, men. 

It is to be noted that the advance of Wu 
Pei Fu’s left column encroaches upon the 
territory which constituted the main thea- 
ter of operations in the Russo-Japanese 
War and in which Japan has an especial 
interest. Japan has, moreover, declared 
Manchuria to be a sphere of Japanese in- 
fluence and has reserved it from the scope 
of operations of the international consor- 
tium ‘formed for the purpose of financing 
China. Again, at the Washington Con- 
ference, Japan maintained the validity of 
the twenty-one demands under which China 
was required to recognize the “special po- 
sition” of Japan in South Manchuria and 
eastern Inner Mongolia. By implication, 
Japan maintained that China terminated 
with the Great Wall, and the conference 
refrained from opening up the question as 
to what constitutes China. It is thus evi- 
dent that the projection of the theater of 
operations in China into Manchuria is a 
matter of serious concern to Japan and 
may possibly bring on Japanese interven- 
tion. Japan has not, however, as yet dis- 
closed what her attitude to the extension 
of Wu Pei Fu’s authority into Manchutia 
will be, but is certain that she cannot re- 
gard with indifference the overthrow of 
her protegé, Chang-T'so-lin, and with it the 
loss of her own power over Manchuria. 

The two most important recent develop- 
ments in South China are Sun Yat Sen’s 
invasion of the province of Kiangsi, and 
the widening breech between Sun and Chen 
Chiung Ming. Near the end of May, Sun’s 
troops attacked along the Kwangtung- 
Kiangsi border. This attack met with 
considerable success; the left wing of the 
army has captured Meilung Pass and Tayu- 
ling and is advancing in a northeasterly 
direction toward Changyi, while the right 
wing has captured Sinfeng and is advanc- 
ing in a northwesterly direction toward 
Nangkanghsien and Kanchow. In_ the 
meantime, Chen Chung Ming with a force 
of about 10,000 men, headquarters at Wai- 
chow, is using his troops to prevent Sun’s 
return to Canton and has demanded that 
Sun resign the presidency of the South 
China government. 

A portion of his command has taken 
possession of the outskirts of Canton and 
demands the reinstatement of Chen as com- 
mander-in-chief. 

Wu Pei Fu’s policy with respect to 
South China appears to be one of concilia- 
tion. The Peking government, with his 
approval, has made proposals to the Can- 
ton government with a view to bringing 
about Chinese unity. These proposals are 
said to contemplate the reconstitution at 
Peking of the parliament illegally dissolved 
several years ago and the restoration of 
the provisional constitution of the repub- 
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lic. Inasmuch as the present Canton :gov- 
ernment came into power on a program 
demanding the fulfilment of the proposi- 
tion, it would appear that Wu Pei Fu has 
left little ground for Sun Yat Sen to con- 
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tinue his opposition. The latter is, more- 
over, likely to find himself compelled to 
fall in line on account of the loss of sup- 
port of his own adherents. 


MAJOR WHEELER-NICHOLSON LOSES 
FIFTY FILES FOR PRESS LETTER. 


Major Malcolm Wheeler-Nicholson, U.S. 
A., was on June 5 found guilty by a court- 
martial at Camp Dix of violating the 96th 
Article of War in having written a letter 
to President Harding and for giving that 
letter out for publication. The letter 
charged that Prussianism existed in the 
Army. He was sentenced to a fine of fifty 
files, which means his reduction in that 
number on the promotion list. 

On the other two charges on which he 
was tried, that of being absent without 
leave and one attacking his integrity, it be- 
ing alleged that he used deceit in procuring 
passes, Major Wheeler-Nicholson was 
found not guilty by the court-martial. 

Lieut. Col. Allen J. Greer, judge advo- 
cate, said before the court that the whole 
history of the case could be. summed up in 
the words of a song, “Everybody’s Out of 
of Step but Jim,” referring to Major 
Wheeler-Nicholson. He said the Major’s 
record showed he was continually in dis- 
putes with his superior officers. 

According to Major Wheeler-Nicholson’s 
idea, said Lieutenant Colonel Greer, “any 
attempt to restrain him has been tyranny. 
Any orders applying to him which he does 
not like are styled Prussianism. The Ser- 
= at large apparently meant nothing to 

im. 

Lieutenant Colonel Greer defended the 
Army system. He said it may not be per- 
fect, but any constructive criticisms were 
welcomed by the War Department. He 
said that all papers and communications by 
Major Nicholson failed to show a single 
constructive suggestion. 

When on the stand Major Wheeler- 
Nicholson made a statement that it was 
his present intention to leave the Service, 
but that he would not go out with a blot 
agoinst his name. After he left the stand 
he asked permission to read an unsworn 
statement. This recited his military rec 
ord and asserted that all his trouble was 
due to persecution. 


TRANSPORT SERVICE OF Q.M.C. 
COMMENDED BY HARBORD. 


That the Transport Service of the Quar- 
termaster Corps is still maintaining its 
high standard of efficiency is shown by the 
experience of Major Gen. J. G. Harbord, 
Deputy Chief of Staff, and Col. F. J. Mor- 
row, General Staff Corps, who recently 
made the voyage from New York to Ant- 
werp on the U.S. Army transport Chau- 
teau-Thierry, In a letter to Capt. Berne 
Christensen, master of the ship, General 
Harbord says: 

“With an experience on Army transports 
dating back to 1899, and across both oceans, 
I have never traveled on one that I con- 
sider to be better commanded than this one. 
Your officers are courteous and competent 
and always ‘on the job.’ The ship is clean 
and well administered. I congratulate you 
on her condition and her handling.”

MAJOR WESTOVER, U.5.A., 
WINS BALLOON RACE. 


Major Oscar Westover, Air Ser., U.S. 
A., and his aid, 1st Lieut. Carlton F. 
Bond, Air Ser., U.S.A., won the Milwau- 
kee balloon race which started May 31. 
They were officially announced as_ the 
winners on June 5 by the Aero Club of 
America. 

Major Westover’s craft landed in the 
province of Quebec, covering an estimated 
distance of 850 miles after being seven- 
teen hours and fifteen minutes in the air. 

Second place was captured by Capt. H. 
B. Honeywell, with J. H. Wade, jr., as 
aid, civilian entrants, whe flew a distance 
of 530 miles. Lieut. William F. Reed, jr., 
U.S.N.R.F., on duty in the Bureau of 
Aeronautics, Washington, won third place, 
with a flight of 440 miles. 

Prizes were, $1,000, $800 and $500 for 
first, second and third places.

DEMOTION OF NON-COMS. 
POSTPONED TILL DEC. 31. 

Circular No. 113, War Department, 
Washington, June 7, 1922, says: 

“On account of pending changes in the 
distribution of the Regular Army and in 
Tables of Organization, the date by which 
all excess non-commissioned officers and 
rated specialists must be demoted under 
the provisions of Circular No. 275, W.D., 
1921, is changed from June 30, 1922 (as 
fixed in Cir. No. 44, W.D., 1922), to Dec. 
31, 1922. 

“Vacancies in non-commissioned grades 
and specialist ratings in units reorganized 
under the direction of department or corps 
area commanders will not be filled until 
general or special instructions are received 
from department or corps area command- 
ers to the effect that filling the vacancies 
by transfer is not contemplated. 

“Department and corps area command- 
ers will regulate recruiting for units re- 
organized under their direction so that 
contemplated transfers and recruitment 
will not cause these units to exceed au- 
thorized strength. Recruiting for reorgan- 
ized units within this restriction, under the 
direction of department and corps area 
commanders, is authorized.”

MONTHLY RATES OF PAY, ENLISTED 
MEN OF THE ARMY. 


The table of pay for enlisted men, Army and 
Marine Corps, was printed on page 893, this 
paper, May 20. These are the rates which will 
go into effect July 1. 

Notes—Sec. 16 provides that “nothing con 
tained in this act shall operate to reduce the 
total of the pay and allowances which any e2- 
listed man of the Army is now re 
ceiving during his current enlistment and while 
he holds present grade or rating.’ 

Sec. 18 abolishes extra pay for qualification 
in marksmanship, gunnery and telegraphy, an 
ratings in the Coast Artillery, but provides for 
additional compensaticn to enlisted men under 
such regulations as the President may prescribe 
of not less than $1 nor more than $5 ‘‘for 
special qualifications in the use of the arm or 
arms which they may be required to use. 

Enlisted men not furnished quarters or rations 
in kind are entitled to an allowance for quar 
ters and subsistence not exceeding $4 per day

Navy Appropriation Bill 
Is Reported to Senate 


Work on all naval vessels permitted to 
the United States under the Arms Confer- 
ence treaty would proceed at about the 
present rate, with no reductions of forces 
at any of the private or government yards, 
under the revised Naval Appropriation 
pill, as reported on June 9 to the Senate. 

Requests of the Navy Department for 
funds to begin work on three new Pacific 
coast naval bases were denied by the sub- 
committee, which excluded proposals for a 
new fleet base at Alameda, Calif., a new 
tcrpedo base at San Pedro, Calif., and a 
new aviation base at Sand Point, Wash. 

About half of $31,000,000 of increases 
over the House bill asked by Secretary 
Denby were granted by the committee. The 
most important increase is $10,000,000 for 
naval construction and in addition the 
transfer of $8,000,000 of indebtedness from 
the Shipping Board. The increase, Sena- 
tors said, would provide for continuing 
present work on the various naval ships 
under construction, including conversion of 
two battle cruisers into airplane carriers 
and continuing work on forty-two subma- 
rines. 

The increased funds, it was said, would 
not necessitate the department carrying 
out its plans to close the torpedo stations 
at Newport, R.I.; Alexandria, Va., and 
the Washington, D. ©. navy yard. 
The appropriations would provide for 
completion of the two airplane carriers 
and allow $1,100,000 for their ordnance. 
For the forty-two submarines under con- 
struction it was estimated the department 
would have available $17,380,000 and a 
total of $1,390,000 for their ordnance. 

A large increase for naval aviation was 
agreed to by the committee, including $6,- 
37,000 for aircraft and -$300,000 for 
hangars and buildings. Another large in- 
crease recommended by the committee was 
$3,000,000 to start development of a civil- 
ian naval reserve, providing for two weeks 
annual cruises by 3,000 officers and 10,000 
civilians. The sub-committee partially rec- 
ommended the plan proposed by Assistant 
Secretary Roosevelt, who asked something 
over $5,000,000 for the Naval Reserve, but 
cut the provision for annual pay of the 
Reservists. 

The committee report on the bill, sub- 
mitted by Senator Poindexter, says in 
part: 

“The amount carried by the bill, as re- 
ported by the Finance Committee, if 
adopted, would be $294,235,244 as com- 
pared ‘with $251,269,737, as carried in 
the bill as it passed the House, an increase 
of $42,965,507. For purposes of compari- 
son, it may be stated that the total amount 
appropriated for the Navy Department 
and for naval service for the fiscal year 
énding June 30, 1922, was $413,339,949.23 
and the amount estimated by the depart- 
ment and the budget for these purposes 
for the fiscal year ending June 30, 1923, 
is $425,486,395.13, so that this bill, as 
reported by your committee, carries ap- 
propriations amounting to $119,104,705.23 
less than the appropriations made for sim- 
ilar purposes for 1922 and $131,251,151.13 
less than the estimates therefor for 1923, 
the period covered by the bill. 

“The committee has made no change in 
the enlisted strength of the Navy and the 
Marine Corps as provided in the House 
bill, being 86,000 enlisted men for the 
Navy and 19,500 for the Marine Corps. 

“The net increase as recommended by 
the committee is $42,965,507. The prin- 
cipal items of increase recommended by 
the committee are $10,000,000 for increase 
of the Navy, $6,537,000 for new aircraft, 
$26,016,164 for pay of the Navy, $2,352,- 
654 for pay of the Marine Corps, $2,695,- 

for engineering, $2,000,000 for con- 
struction and repair of vessels. 

“The reduction in appropriations for 
Tetainer pay and active service pay 
is made feasible by striking out of the 
bill a proviso on pages 34 to 36 which 
provides for the immediate transfer 
to the Fleet Naval Reserve of a large num- 
ber of enlisted men, chiefly petty officers 
and chief petty officers, estimated to ap- 
proximate 2,700 before the period of time 
when they would’be eligible for such trans- 
fer under existing law. By reason of 
striking out this proviso these men remain 
for the time being upon the active list of 
the Navy and go toward making up the 
complement allowed in the bill, 86,000 
men. 

“The committee recommends the strik- 
ing out of the bill a provision for the clos- 
ing down of the artillery long range prov- 
ing ground at Dahlgren, Va. 

“The committee recommends striking 
out of the House bill the provision reduc- 
ing the number of midshipmen of the class 
of 1922 to be commissioned to 200. This 
has become obsolete by reason of the fact 
that the entire class under existing law 
Was graduated and commissioned in the 
early part of the present month of June, 
and it is also the view of the committee 
that as the Government has had the ex- 
Pense of the training of these officers, and 
as the most essential element in a naval 
organization is an adequate force of thor- 
oughly trained and technically educated 
Officers, it is desirable to retain in the 
Navy the services of these men and that 
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Official Pay Bill 
Tables Issued June 6 


After submitting the subjoined pay 
tables to the Comptroller General on June 
6, the War and Navy Department authori- 
ties approved them and sent them to the 
printer. A joint board of the six services 
has been appointed to work out the details 
for the allowances for officers and another 
for the allowances of enlisted men. After 
these boards have reported, regulations 
will be issued for the administration of the 
new Pay bill. These, it is expected, will 
be out in a few days. 

The tables as here presented, those for 
the Army coming from the Finance De- 
partment on June 6, therefore, supersede 
all previous tables, unless further changes 
are directed by the Comptroller General 
in his interpretation of the new law.

whatever reduction may be decided in the 
additional quota of young officers from 
year to year be obtained rather by reducing 
the number of entrants to the Academy 
than by rejecting these who have already 
been given the full course of training.” 

Among the more important amendments 
were: Struck out provision appropriating 
$100,000 for experimental and research 
laboratory; increase appropriation for 
naval training station, Rhode Island, from 
$125,000 to $225,000; decrease appropria- 
tion for naval training station, Hampton 
Roads, from $360,000 to $260,000. 

Under Naval Reserve Force the follow-

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Senate Action on Army 
Appropriation Bill 


The Senate passed the Army Apprapria- 
tion bill on June 2, and the measure was 
sent to conference. 

By a vote of 46 to 22 the Senate ap- 
proved the recommendation of its Military 
committee fixing the authorized streagth 
of the Regular Army at 140,000 enlisted 
men and appropriating for 132,000. There 
was no other real contest on the increases 
in the appropriations recommended by the 
Military committee. The amendments were 
neted in this paper June 3. 

By the manner in which the Senate 
adopted the amendments of the War De- 
partment without a call for a record vote, 
it is apparent that the upper chamber in- 
tends to stand pat on the strength of the 
officers’ corps provided for in the Pershing 
bill 


The only other record vote was on the 
appropriations for the support of Spring- 
field Arsenal. Senator Hitchcock objected 
to the appropriations to keep the arsenal 
running at its present rate of production. 
Chairman Wadsworth, supported by Sena- 
tors Lodge and Walsh of Massachusetts, 
insisted that, as the Springfield Arsenal is 
the only military rifle factory in the United 
States, it should be kept open for develop- 
ment purposes and in order to keep to- 
gether a force of experts. Chairman Wads- 
worth was sustained by the Senate. 

The tenor of the entire debate was rather 
friendly to the Army. There was no dis- 
position to attack its personnel as there 
was in the House. In fact, one of the 
most laudatory speeches was made by Sen- 
ator Hitchcock in opposing an increase in 
the enlisted strength of the Army over that 
provided for in the House bill. 


Borah on Chemical Warfare. 


Inadvertently, Senator Borah. who voted 
against the Senate amendment on the 
strength of the Army, made the strongest 
argument for preparedness. He did this 
in opposing appropriations for the Chemi- 
eal Warfare Service. He quoted from re- 
cent dispatches to show how all the na- 
tions were ignoring the Arms Conference 
treaty relative to the use of gases. In the 
course of the debate on the treaty Senator 
Borah said: 

“This particular clause which I have 
just read has nothing to do with anything 
contained in this bill, of course, but there 
is a clause in this treaty which seems to 
me reievant for discussion, and that is Arti- 
cle 5 of the same treaty: 

The use in war of asphyxiating, poisonous, 
or other gases, and all analogous liquids, ma- 
terials, or devices having been justly condemned 

the general opinion of the civilized world and 
the prohibition of such use having been declared 
in treaties to which a majority of the civilized 
powers are parties. The signatory powers, to 
the end that this prohibition shall be universally 
accepted as a part of international law binding 
alike the conscience and practice of nations, de- 
clare their assent to such prohibition, agree to 
be bound thereby as between themselves and to 
invite all other civilized nations to adhere thereto. 

“If this meant anything at all, it meant 
that the signatories to this treaty were de- 
termined to take the first step toward the 
ating of the use of noxious gases in war- 

‘are. 

“Since the adjournment of the Disarma- 
ment Conference the movement, not only 
in this country, but in Japan, Great Britain 
and France, has been such as to practically 
destroy the beneficial results of the Dis- 
armament Conference. I entertained no 
dovbt at the time that some movement 
would be made in that direction, but I had 
no idea that they would move so rapidly 
as they have in the last few months. If 
you will survey the budgets of the other 
powers with reference to these particular 
instruments of warfare you will find that 
they are not only in some instances violat- 
ing what in my judgment is the letter but 
they are in a multitude of instances violat- 
ing the spirit of these treaties. It is true 
that they have not ratified them, and I 
would judge from the manner in which 
they are dealing in their budgets with the 
subjects covered by the treaties that they 
do not propose to ratify them. 

“I observed in the news items some ten 
days since this statement: 

Nations of the world, no less than seven of 
them, have sought information from the United 
States on the manufacture of poison gas since 
the armament conference here drafted a treaty 
to outlaw chemical warfare. Information to 
this effect was verified yesterday at the War De- 
partment. 

“Five nations meet in Washington in 
February and solemnly sign a treaty in 
which they put the ban of condemnation 
upon the use of this instrument, poison gas, 
and then, within six months, seven nations 
meet in the same capital for the purpose 
of exchanging views as to how they can 
most expedite the perfecting of the use of 
this instrument of modern warfare. In 
other words, the city of Washington be- 
comes the distributing bureau or the dis- 
tributing depot of the best information, 
which information is only desirable upon 
the theory that this treaty is to be dis- 
regarded.” 

Senator Lenroot: “There are many na- 
tions which were not parties to this treaty, 
and if those nations continue the use of 
Poison gas, and there is no prohibition 
against their doing so, does the Senator 

think that any nation can afford not to have 
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have at the present time an Army twice as 


the latest information pvussible concerning 
it for its own safety?’ 

Mr. Borah: “Mr. President, that shows 
how utterly and absolutely useless is the 
treaty which we have ratified. If the 
United States, one of the signers of the 
treaty, is to become the central distribut- 
ing bureau or depot for the information 
which was condemned by the treaty, we are 
not only waiting for the other nations to 
initiate a violation, but we are conniving 
at it ourselves and encouraging it. Why 
should we have an international confer- 
ence on poison gas and thereby encourage 
and stimulate other peoples to devote their 
money and their genius to perfecting this 
hellish means of death? In my opinion, 
we are acting in flagrant violation of the 
spirit of the treaty and the whole Disarm- 
ament Conference.” 

Distribution of the Army. 


When the provision fixing the strength 
of the Army was reached, Senator Wads- 
worth went into the distribution of the 
units at length and in a most convincing 
argument met every objection that was of- 
fered to the amendment proposeu by the 
committee. In the course of the debate 
the Senator said: 

“The House provides specifically for a 
Regular Army of 115,000 men. When I 
use the term ‘Regular Army’ and discuss 
these figures I exclude the tailippine 
Scouts, as they are not included in this 
appropriation, ‘Pay of Enlisted Men.’ In 
passing, I may say that the strength of the 
Philippine Scouts is 6,991 men. Let us 
call it 7,000 for easy figuring. 

“The House, as I said, provides for a 
strength of 115,000 American Regulars. 
The present authorized strength, in accord- 
ance with the terms of the Army Appro- 
priation bill passed nearly -a year ago, is 
50,000 American Regulars. The present 
actual strength of the Regulars is 134,000 
men, 16,000 below the authorized strength 
of 150,000. 

“The reason for the Army having fallen 
so far below the strength authorized by 
the Congress for the fiscal year 1922, and 
appropriated for by the Congress for the 
fiscal year 1922, is that the appropriation 
for transportation of the Army for this fis- 
cal year, 1922, was so drastically cut that 
the Army recruiting service has had to 
confine its efforts for the last six months 
or so to recruiting only in the immediate 
vicinity of Army posts, where the recruits, 
as they were picked up by the recruiting 
parties, could be sent on their own feet or 
in an Army automobile to the Army post. 
For several months past there has been no 
fund available for the transportation of re- 
cruits from the centers of population to the 
recruiting depots, the transportation item 
having been exhausted. That accounts 
for the decrease of the Army by 16,000 
men below the authorized and appropriated 
for strength. ‘This bill proposes that the 
average strength of the Regular Army, ex- 
elusive of the Philippine Scouts, shall be 
for the next fiscal year, 1923, the total of 
133,000 men, 1,000 less than we “actually 
have to-day, and 17,000 less than the Con- 
gress authorized as of to-day. 

“Their distribution, roughly speaking, 
would be somewhat as follows: Overseas, 
exclusive of troops on the Rhine, there 
would be, in round figures, 30,000 men. 
That includes the Porto Rico regiment of 
Infantry, which is a part of the Regular 
Army, and, roughly, there are 1,400 men 
on the island of Porto Rico. It includes 
the garrison at Panama, which is to be 
fixed at 10,000 men. It includes the garri- 
son at Hawaii, which should be 15,000 
men. It includes in the Philippine Islands 
approximately 3,000 white Regular Amer- 
icans. There are to-day in the Philippine 
Islands, let me say, a little over 6, 
white troops. It is the purpose of the de- 
partment to bring back about half of them 
to continental United States, or else to 
Hawaii, and to reduce the Philippine white 
garrison to a trifle over 3,000. 

“There would be 570 men in China, sta- 
tioned at Tientsin, guarding the railway 
communication between Tientsin and Pe- 
king, in accordance with an arrangement 
made following the Boxer troubles in 1902. 

“There would be 558 men as the entire 
garrison of Alaska. These total in the 
neighborhood of 30,000 men overseas, out- 
side of the continental limits of the United 
States, leaving for the United States ap- 
proximately 103,000 men of all arms and 
branches, overhead, non-combatant, non- 
mobile and mobile troops of every kind and 
description. 

“Of the 102,000 or 103,000 men to be 
stationed in and over the United States 
approximately 25,000, or one-fourth of 
them, are stationed along or near the Mexi- 
ean border, in the states of Texas, New 
Mexico, Arizona and California. 

“Excluding the border contingents, which 
cannot be reduced when one considers that 
they cover a frontier of 1,900 miles, we will 
have then in the United States for general 
purposes to meet any kind of an emergency 
which may arise, and for which Federal 
troops may be used, about 77,000 men, in- 
eluding all overhead. Now I want to tell 
the Senate about the overhead and about 
the non-combatant troops, whose numbers 
must be deducted from this total number 
of available troops. 

“The use of chemical warfare has been 
denied by treaty. So the chemical war- 
fare contingent, numbering 403 men, not a 
very impressive contingent, may I say to 
the Senator from Idaho, must be sub- 
tracted. 

“The Coast Artillery Corps mans the 





seacoast fortifications, and cannot be sent 
away. There are 9,088 of them in the 
United States. 

“There are 5,714 enlisted men in the 
Army detached from organized units and 
attached to the units of the National Guard 
or Organized Reserves, the Reserve Offi- 
cers’ Training Corps in the several schools, 
colleges and universities, and at the Ser- 
vice schools, engaged directly or indirectly 
in the services in assisting in the teaching 
of citizen soldiers. 

In the Finance Department, a non-com- 
batant branch, there are men. 

“I am speaking only of enlisted men. 
There are 5,754 enlisted men engaged upon 
a character of work which is of exceeding 
value, and which is tremendously appre- 
ciated by the citizen components of the 
Army of the United States, the Organized 
Reserves, the Reserve Officers’ Training 
Corps and the National Guard. 

“The Medical Department numbers 6,649 
enlisted men. The Ordnance Department, 
a non-combatant branch, numbers 3,343 en- 
listed men. The Quartermaster Corps, 
which, generally speaking, is known as a 
non-combatant branch, but a portion of 
which, of course, accompanies combat 
troops into the field for purposes of supply, 
numbers 9,812. 

“The figures I am giving are the num- 
bers in the non-combatant or non-mobile or 
overhead detachments or branches in the 
United States, and the sum total of them 
must be subtracted from the 77,000 men 
who are available all over the United 
States for any kind of emergency after the 
further deduction of 25,000 men along the 
border, and adding up these overhead, non- 
mobile and non-combatant troops we find 
that they foot up to 35,377. 

“Subtracting them from approximately 
77,000 men, you find that you have not 
quite 40,000 men in the United States who 
can be used as a striking force outside of 
and in addition to the 25,000 men along 
the border. 

“Counting the men along the border, 25,- 
000, and the other mobile, combatant, strik- 
ing troops, scattered all over this great con- 
tinent, under the terms of the Senate com- 
mittee bilk you will have only 65,000 men. 

“Some people say that we should disarm 
still further than that. I cannot see it. 
I think we have reached rock-bottom. I 
would not advocate for one moment reduc- 
ing the overseas garrisons below 30,000 
men. The men who I have estimated will 
be available for use in the United States 
include the men now in Germany, brought 
back here; they include 3,500 men now in 
the Philippines to be brought back here. 
Everything is included. All subtractions 
are made. The last estimate is laid before 
you. I submit, Senators, that America 
should not decrease her forces any lower 
than they are decreased. In my judgment 
it would be folly to do so. Already the 
Regular Army finds it almost impossible 
to carry on the missions and functions im- 
posed upon it by the National Defense act 

by Congress itself. 

“Reduce it any further and it will be ab- 
solutely necessary for the War Department 
and the Army to come to Congress and ask 
Congress to restate its mission; ask the 
Congress, ‘Do you want us to maintain the 
overseas garrisons at proper strength? Do 
you want us to detach officers and men to 
help the Guard and the Organized Re- 
serves? Do you want us to man the few 
fortifications along teh seacoast that we 
are now manning?’ We are manning to- 
day only twenty-five out of seventy-five in 
continental United States. Fifty seacoast 
fortifications are to-day in the hands of 
caretakers with the guns not manned and 
no drill or training taking place in connec- 
tion with them.” 


Senate Increases Justified. 


Senator Myers came to the support of 
Chairman Wadsworth in a strong argu- 
ment, showing that the increases of the 
Senate committee were conservative. He 
called the attention of the senate to the 
fact that President Wilson and former 
Secretary of War Baker at the close of the 
World War had recommended a larger 
force and asked his colleagues if the former 
President and the former Secretary could 
be classed as militarists. 


Ineffective Opposition to Army Increase. 


The opposition was led by Senators 
Hitchcock, Norris and King. The burden 
of Senator Norris’s argument was that the 
strength of the Army should be returned 
to that of 1916, before the war. Senator 
King sought to create the impression that 
there were too many civilian employees in 
the War Department and in the Army. 
Chairman Wadsworth answered this by 
submitting figures showing the reduction 
that has been made by Secretary Weeks, 
arguing that this had been one of the most 
phenomenal measures of economy that had 
been inaugurated by the present adminis- 
tration. 

Senator Hitchcock, who made the most 
effective argument for the opposition, 
prefaced it with a tribute to the earnest- 
ness and the high order of intelligence of 
the officers who have appeared before the 
Military committee of which he is a mem- 
ber. Incidentally, he stated that he would 
support the provisions of tiie bill fixing 
the strength of the officers for the Regular 
establishment. 

In the course of his remarks the Sena- 
tor said: 

“The chairman of the Committee on Mil- 
itary Affairs said some time ago that we 
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good as it formerly was. I presume he re- 
ferred to pre-war days. I agree with him 
It is not possible to sit upon the Commit. 
tee on Military Affairs and listen to the 
testimony of officers of the department who 
come before the committee without being 
impressed by the spirit, the discipline ang 
the high order of intelligence of the organj- 
zation, and I unite with the Senator jp 
paying a meed of praise to the Army of 
the United States. I think it has come 
out of the war enormously improved, and 
what is true of the Army is to a considera. 
ble extent true of the organization of the 
War Department. 

“T agree also that it is a matter of some 
difficulty for a civilian to listen to thoge 
officers pleading for military perfection jpn 
an organization and not yield to their ree. 
ommendations for maintaining a large op. 
ganization, and probably it is true that if 
we reduce the size of the Army below what 
it is now there may be some deterioration 
as measured by perfection. 

“But this is a matter in which the peo 
ple of the United States have a right to 
make a decision. It is hardly within the 
probabilities that the American people want 
a perfect military machine. What they 
want is an adequate military machine, for 
protection, to preserve the science of war- 
fare, to maintain trained officers, to teach 
the civilian population enough about milj- 
tary affairs, so that in the possible, though 
remote, chance of war, we would be able to 
go into the war with credit and with 
safety. 

“This bill emerges from the Senate com- 
mittee with a total appropriation of $333,- 
882,851, which is an addition of practi- 
cally $46,000,000. A part of that increase 
in the appropriation is necessary. It is 
necessary because the House in considering 
the bill used the rate of pay of 1908, and 
the Congress has already passed an act 
raising the pay, although leaving it below 
the pay of the officers and men during the 
war. So a part of that addition of $46,- 
000,000 is necessary. 

“Another part, I believe, is justified by 
the action of the Senate in increasing the 
number of officers above what the House 
had provided. I believe in that increase, 
not because I believe in a larger Military 
Establishment, but because I believe in pro- 
viding officers for the teaching of civilians 
who are unorganized, or those civilians who 
are organized in the National Guard. I 
believe in providing as many officers in our 
schools and our colleges as are needed. I 
believe in providing officers in our civilian 
camps, where training takes place during 
the summer. In other words, I believe that 
the increase in the number of officers is jus- 
tified because of the opportunity it gives to 
train a limited number of the civilian popvu- 
lation.” 


COL. S. L. FAISON, INF., U.S.A., 
TO BE BRIGADIER GENERAL. 


The Secretary of War has recommended 
Col. Samson L. Faison, 22d Inf., U.S.A, 
to succeed to the vacancy in the grade of 
brigadier general created by the death of 
Brig. Gen. William H. Sage on June 4, 
1922. 

During the World War, Colonel Faison, 
as a temporary brigadier general, was in 
command of the 30th Division during 2 


large portion of its training period at Camp 
Sevier, of the 60th Infantry Brigade dur- 
ing the active operations of that division 
in France, and again of the division upon 
its return to the United States and de 
mobilization at Camp Jackson, S.C. He 
was awarded the D.S.M. by our govern 
ment and the Legion of Honor (officer) 
and Croix de Guerre (with palm) by 
France. The citation of the D.S.M. said: 

“For exceptionally meritorious and dis- 
tinguished services. He commanded with 
great credit the 60th Infantry Brigade in 
the breaking of the enemy’s Hindenburg 
line at Bellicourt, France, and in subse 
quent operations in which important cap 
tures were made, all marking him as 4 
military commander of great energy and 
determination.” 

Colonel Faison as a captain commanded 
a battalion during the Philippine Insur- 
rection. He has served with the Ist, 5th, 
113th, 24th, 25th, 42d and 43d Infantry 
regiments, in the Q.M. General’s office, 
in the I.G.D., as an instructor at the U.S. 
M.A. and as assistant director of the 
Army War College. 

Colonel Faison was appointed to_ the 
Military Academy from North Carolina, 
graduating in 1883. He is also a gradu- 
ate of the Torpedo School (1891) ond the 
Army War College (1911).

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Reduction of the Number 
of French Officers

eighteen months’ service has been 

passed the number of supernumerary 
officers in the French army which it will 
be necessary to return to civil life will be 
about 6,000. 

In preparing for this event the Minister 
of War and Pensions has decided to re- 
place with active officers al) retired offi- 
cers now employed in the military service 
on full ‘pay. These retired officers will 
have vacated their active employment 
about Dee. 31, 1922, or shortly thereafter. 
They will be replaced primarily by infan- 
try and cavalry officers, and whenever 
possible, and by officers who received 
wounds in the war, carrying the right to 
an invalid pension and yet still capable of 
a certain amount of active service. 

This measure is one of the first to re- 
duce the number of officers and will be 
followed by others, such as retirement 
prior to the extreme age limit and trans- 
fer to the special reserve. However, these 
measures will not be sufficient and it is 
evident that a system of elimination by 
lowering the age at which an officer in any 
grade must be retired if he has not at- 
tained the next higher one will be neces- 
sary. 

This lowering of the age limit is the 
only method by which an overcrowding of 
the higher grades can be avoided, thus 
keeping in the army those officers who, 
still active and vigorous, would otherwise 
be tempted to resign and enter civil life. 
At the present time the higher grades are 
so overcrowded that all hope of promotion 
for a long time is forbidden to those officers 
below these grades. 

Also, the large number of high ranking 
officers holding temporary commissions 
places the officers holding permanent com- 
missions just below them in a very unfa- 
vorable position. The day a captain is 
tligible to promotion to the grade of ma- 
jor he decidedly runs the chance, no mat- 
ter what his record, of finding himself 
passed over by a temporary major, who is 
competing with him for the permanent 
commission. 

Moreover, lowering the age limit is the 
reasonable thing to do. It was said for a 
while that physical vigor in the higher 
grades was not as indispensable as for- 
merly, because a supple spirit and a will 
of iron was able to exist in a feeble body. 
As a proof of this, the example was cited 
of General Putnik directing the opera- 
tions of the Serbian army from his sick- 
bed. 

However, if the commanders of army 
groups were able to have in their posts of 
command the comforts which age demands, 
om the contrary the closer one approached 
the front line the more it was necessary to 
be young and strong, because the chief 
must be able to keep his spirit clear and 
his will strong at all times, even after 
lights without sleep and days passed in 
{gas mask amidst an atmosphere satu- 
tted with noxious vapors. That is why 
stnerals, commanding divisions and bri- 
tides, and colonels must still possess the 
Dhysical vigor which will permit them to 
irmount the fatigues imposed by their 
duties. 

In 1918, M. Clemenceau lowered the 
ge limit from 65 to 62 years for major 
Snerals, from 62 to 60 years for briga- 
dier generals, and from 60 to 59 years for 
tolonels. He made no changes in other 
fades. Thesd modifications have been 
‘onfirmed by the law of July 8, 1920. Will 
it stop there? In any case, it is very 
Wobable that the age limit of lieutenant 
‘lonels and majors, at present fixed at 
Band 56 years, respectively, will be low- 
ted in the near future. 

Summing up, it would seem that, as it is

A Slur on the Navy 


N granting a pardon recently to a 
I man imprisoned for robbery, Gov- 

ernor Blaine of Wisconsin is reported 
to have said: “He was lured with the idea 
of luxurious ease in the Navy, and the 
failure of the Government to properly pro- 
tect him against temptations led to his 
crime. Our Government owes him a par- 
don.” 

The idea of “luxurious ease in the 
Navy” will excite the mirth of anyone 
familiar with naval life, if there is any 
truth in the theory that the basis of hu- 
mor is unexpected and exaggerated con- 
trast. Perhaps it may arouse suspicion 
in the minds of some naval men that their 
ideas of a hard lot contain a measure of 
self-deception. 

But however amusing the above incident 
may be, it has a very serious side also. 
Every person in the Navy knows that the 
implied charge of “luring” men into the 
Service is untrue. Luring has no place in 
naval recruiting, and men so devoid of 
self-respect as to make such a serious 
charge without basis in fact should be 
prosecuted. It should not be possible to 
assail the honor of a service devoted to 
the defense of the country without fear of 
consequences. 

Naval life may not be devoid of tempta- 
tion any more than the average life in 
other callings. But it is a fact that more 
than normal efforts are made constantly 
by naval authorities, not only to reduce 
temptations, but also to assist men in re- 
sisting them. The moral welfare of young 
officers and young bluejackets receives a 
maximum of attention by those in respon- 
sible positions. Whatever responsibility 
should properly fall upon government offi- 
cials in this respect is more than met. 

The Navy cannot perform its primary 
function of defending the country unless 
its personnel is composed of real men, both 
in the physical sense and the moral sense. 
Every effort is made in recruiting to ac- 
cept for enlistment only the physically 
strong and the morally strong. Great ex- 
pense, time and effort are expended upon 
developing such strength after men are 
received into the Service. But after all, 
the result depends upon the individuals 
themselves. No amount of external ef- 
fort can help an individual who lacks the 
physical or moral fiber to help himself. 
In the final analysis, it is the individual 
who is responsible more than any external 
influence, governmental or otherwise, for 
his own character and conduct. 

Whatever temptations may be incident 
to naval life, the temptation for enlisted 
men to steal is not one of them. They are 
well housed, well fed and entertained at 
government expense. Their pay is ample 
to clothe themselves and to provide a sur- 
plus for moderate recreation. It is mani- 
fest that if the pardoned prisoner com- 
mitted robbery the responsibility is his 
own, and by no stretch of reasonableness 
can it be shifted to the Navy or the Gov- 
ernment. 

If Governor Blaine wishes to grant a 
pardon he has the right to do so, and must 
accept the responsibility himself for doing 
so. But the Governor has no moral or 
other right to excuse his act of clemency 
by dishonestly transferring responsibility 
for the robbery from a criminal to the 
Navy. By so doing he places himself in 
the same class with demagogues and Bol- 
shevists. 


Infantry Guidon and Esprit 


RECENT order puts the Infantry 

A company of our Army on a par 

with the Cavalry troop and Ar- 

tillery battery by giving it a guidon. This 

cannot fail to better the morale of the 
Infantry. 

The absence of a guidon for a company 
of Infantry was one of the reminders of 
the days when the uniform of the mounted 
services was always much more brilliant 
than that of the foot service. Any failure 
to put the Infantry, called by the French 
the queen of the battlefield, on a par with 
the other branches of the Service is a relic 
of inherited memory from our European 
ancestors, and also from the days when 
we fought as British colonial troops. 


Getting Rid of Tradition 


Until recently the average army has 
had difficulty in getting rid of the tradi- 
tion which made the Infantry an inferior 
service, and which descends directly from 
the days of the knight, when the aristo- 
crat, mounted and with superior arms and 
armament, had no difficulty in riding down 
the masses of the common people, on foot 
and badly armored and armed. 

Unfortunately, for a long period social 
distinctions existed in the officer corps of 
Kuropean armies. In many cases this dis- 
tinction was heightened by the cadets for 
the different arms going to different 
schools. Except for guard corps or guard 
brigade regiments, the Infantry was the 
least desirable branch from the social point 
of view, which too frequently was the gov- 
erning factr in the choice of a branch of 
the Service. 

In this country social standing has 
never played any part in our Army. Hgy- 
ing but one military school for the Army, 
the U.S. Military Academy at West Point. 
which, like the Naval Academy, is a demo- 
cratic institution, officers of all branches 
have been classmates and friends for four 
long, strenuous years. 


Choosing One’s Arm of Service 


When it came to graduation, the aver- 
age cadet, in choosing his branch, was in- 
fluenced more by the chances for promo- 
tion than by any other consideration, ex- 
cept in the cases of those ardent spirits 
who entered the Academy wanting a par- 
ticular branch, and on graduation chose it. 
With the recent system by which promo- 
tion no longer depends upon tactical or- 
ganization, the last incentive to choose a 
branch of the Service for any other rea- 
son than a liking for it or a feeling of fit- 
ness for that: particular arm has been re- 
moved. 

It is to be doubted that any officer who 
fought in the recent war could ever be 
more than a good-natured partisan of one 
branch as against any other. If the bat- 
tlefield contained one lesson, it was the 
necessity for each branch to know and re- 
spect the others and work in a spirit of 
most whole-hearted co-operation. 

There are steadily increasing indications 
that no officer will be considered fit for 
high command who has not served in an- 
other, to become sufficiently acquainted 
with its methods and to be entirely in sym- 
pathy with them. 

The Infantry remains the backbone of 
all armies. The recent war has added to 
its difficulties and therefore the necessity 
for giving it the highest training and in- 
suring it the highest morale. 


Evdently that judge who blamed a life 
of ease in the Navy for the misdeeds of a 
thief is not familiar with the daily routine 
aboard ship. 


The Concord (N.H.) Evening Monitor 
is devoting considerable space to National 
Guard and other military matters.

FINANCE DEPARTMENT ASSISTS 
THE DEPARTMENT OF JUSTICE. 

It was brought out during the discussion 
of the War Department appropriations 
that the Finance Department of the Army 
is being depended upon to furnish data 
upon which the Attoney General expects 
to prosecute war contractors. Brig. Gen. 
H. M. Lord’s name is not appearing in 
the daily press in this connection, but 
Chairman Wadsworth, in explaining why 
there had been an increase over the House 
appropriations made it plain that $617,- 
000 is to be expended by the Finance De- 
partment in securing data on war con- 
tracts for the Department of Justice. 

As a result of the work of the Finance 
Department in checking up war contracts, 
already almost $2,000,000 has been saved 
for the Government. Replying to an ob- 
jection of Senator Robinson to the in- 


crease in the appropriations for the 
Finance Department, Mr. Wadsworth 
said: 


“This amendment suggested by the com- 
mittee has to do with an exceedingly im- 
portant activity in the War Department— 
an activity which the committee believes 
will in all probability mean the saving of 
millions of dollars to the Government. 

“The Finance Department is charged 
not only with the keeping of the fiscal ac- 
counts of the Army itself and the pay of 
officers and men, but also with the duty 
of auditing contracts heretofore entered 
into, as well as examining and approving 
fiscal, operations upon which the War De- 
partment is about to embark. 

“Since the termination of the World 
War the Finance Department hag been 
auditing the contracts into which the War 
Department during the war. There are 
150,000 of those contracts. With a very 
limited force of accountants in the Finance 
Department 15,000 of those contracts have 
been already in a sense closed. The money 
has been paid. 

“As a result of the work of the Finance 
Department audit, going back over this 
contract history, there has been recovered 
from contractors who have sent in their 


checks voluntarily upon being notified and 
convinced of errors in the way of over- 
payment $1,894,000. In addition to that, 
the Finance Department has turned over 
to the Department of Justice audits as the 
result of which the Department of Justice 
is in process of collecting from contrac- 
tors by legal procedure $4,370,000. In ad- 
dition to that, there is now in process of 
investigation by this same small auditing 
force of the Finance Department a num- 
ber of contracts; and that investigation 
up to date, although not complete in every 
respect and ready to be turned over to the 
Attorney General, indicates the very clear 
possibility of recovering $26,645,000 for 
the Government. 

“Only 15,000 of these contracts have 
been audited thus far. There are 135,000 
more of them. ‘The Chief of Finance, 
General Lord—and we heard indirectly, 
but none the less emphatically from. the 
Attorney General himself—believes that 
this work should be expedited. At the 
present rate of procedure it will take fif- 
teen years or more to go over these war- 
time contracts with this expert audit. 

“The committee, therefore, was thor- 
oughly persuaded that it was the of 
wise economy to give them $600, over 
the appropriation made by the House, in 
order to enable them to go out and cover 
this field with greater rapidity. They be- 
lieve that with an appropriation running 
annually, such as the committee suggests, 
they can clean up this work in four or 
five years. If it is allowed to go beyond 
four or five years’ time it is the general 
consensus of opinion that the whole #] thing 
will get out of the hands of the Govern- 
ment, witnesses will disappear papers 
will disappear and be des troyed Ri: it 
impossible to make an effective audit after 
three or four years have gone by. We be- 
lieve that this means millions of dollars 
recovered to the Government.” 

In withdrawing his objections to the in- 
crease Senator Robinson said: 

“In view of the statement which the 
Senator from New York has made, I do 
not think that would be a controlling con- 
sideration with me when I vote, anyway. 
I merely desired as full information re- 
specting the subject as could be 
obtained within a brief time. am satis- 
fied that the Senator from New York has 
fully justified the increase.” 
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INADEQUATE APPROPRIATIONS FOR THE 
NATIONAL GUARD. 


The total inadequacy of the appropria- 
tions made by the House for the National 
Guard was convincingly shown by Chair- 
man Wadsworth of the Military Affairs 
Committee during the discussion of the 
Army bill. It will be recalled that in- 
creases were made on the floor of the 
House over the appropriations reported by 
the Anthony sub-committee, but Mr. Wads- 
worth made it plain that even these were 
not sufficient to maintain the Guard at its 
present strength. 

Mr. Wadsworth’s defense of the National 
Guard’s increases was brought out by a 
protest from Senator Watson of Georgia. 
After Mr. Wadsworth had completed his 
explanation of the reasons for the increases 
made by the Senate committee the loqua- 
cious Senator from Georgia did not object 
to Federal appropriations for the Guard, 
but gave a rather incoherent history of the 
Whiskey Rebellion to convince his col- 
leagues that the governors of the states 
should not only command the National 
Guard but mount a horse and lead them 
into battle. A picture of the Senator when 
he was governor of the state of Georgia, 
mounted on a charger leading one of the 
National Guard divisions over the top in 
France would doubtless add much to the 
documentary history of the World War. 


Increases Are Approved. 


Not being very much impressed by the 
Senator’s Whiskey Rebellion argument, 
the Senate without a record vote approved 
the increases in the National Guard ap- 
propriations. In the course of his discus- 
sion of the National Guard items Senator 
Wadsworth said: 

“The appropriations, as passed by the 
House of Representatives, with the excep- 
tion of one item—the item known as ‘Pay 
of National Guard (armory drills) ,’ which 
will be found on page 91, line 4—are in- 
adequate for the support of the Guard as 
now constituted, officers and men. There 
are 150,000 officers and men in the Na- 
tional Guard to-day, as contrasted with 
something like 100,000 a year ago. The 
Guard has been growing steadily and 
healthily under the provisions of law. The 
states have joined in helping the Guard 
very loyally and cheerfully. Several of 
them have built armories to house the 
units, have provided places where the Fed- 
eral property may be taken care of, and 
in every way have shown a quality of team- 
work with the Federal Government which 
is most encouraging. 

“The appropriations suggested by the 
Senate committee are just sufficient to 
meet the obligations imposed upon the Fed- 
eral Government under the law in propor- 
tion to the present strength and prospec- 
tive strength during the next fiscal year of 
the National Guard. 


Not Enough Money for Camps. 


““For example, it is estimated that there 
will be 160,000 men in the National Guard 
by July 1. A few new units will be ad- 
mitted, federalized, and units already ex- 
isting are being recruited to greater 
strength within the peace limitation. Those 
men are all entitled to go, and should go 
under the statute, to a summer training 
camp for fifteen days. The House appro- 
priation for the summer training camps 
would only be sufficient to send about 105,- 
000 or 110,000 men. It would leave be- 
hind—uncared for, unrecognized, unencour- 
aged and contrary to the spirit of the law 
itself—something like 40,000 or 45,000 Na- 
tional Guard men. The summer training 
camp, of course, is the most valuable train- 
ing that the Guard receives in its entire 
year of training and instruction; so the 
Senate committee believed that the appro- 
priation for the expenses of camps of in- 
struction found on line 12 of page 90 should 
be increased to the amount which is actu- 
ally necessary to carry out the statute and 
meet the spirit of the Guard and the spirit 
of the states which have helped form the 
Guard. 

“To fail to do so is merely to neglect 
and ignore the statute which the Congress 
itself passed in 1920, and, worse than that, 
to neglect and ignore these citizen soldiers 
who have enlisted in the citizen component 
of the Army of the United States, who 
want to go to the camps, who are entitled 
to go under the statute, and, even worse 
than that, it is to ignore the states them- 
selves, who through their governors and 
adjutants general have joined in this work 
so cheerfully and loyally. 

“Tet me say to the Senator from Georgia 
that every one of these increases is sug- 
gested by the committee simply and solely 
for the purpose of taking care of the Guard 
as it will stand during the next fiscal year. 
The sum total of them is actually below the 
estimates made by the Budget Director, 
but is sufficient, in the view of the commit- 
tee, to take care of the Guard for the next 
fiscal year. The Guard, it is expected, will 
start the fiscal year with 160,000 men. It 
probably will average throughout the next 





fiscal year in the neighborhood of 180,000 
to 190,000. 


Provides for Camps. 


“This bill will permit 160,000 to go to 
camp this coming summer. The training 
camp season starts about July 1. This bill 
will also enable the Guard to keep the 
horses which the Federal Government has 
supplied to it. The Senator from Georgia 
will probably recollect that under the stat- 
ute each troop of Cavalry of the Guard 
and each battery of Field Artillery is fur- 
nished with thirty horses by the Federal 
Government. Of course, the men in those 
units secure additional horses in nearly 
every case. The Government merely sup- 
plies the nucleus of the horses for these 
mounted units, and under the statute the 
Government is to supply the hay and grain 
for those horses. There are 8,000 of those 
Government horses in the possession of 
the Guard to-day. The House appropria- 
tion for forage is sufficient to supply hay 
and grain for only 4,000 horses, so that 
over 4,000 Government horses will starve 
or must be taken away from the Guard 
and sent back to Federal remount stations, 
thereby dismounting troops of Cavalry and 
batteries of Field Artillery of the National 
Guard, and in effect destroying the effi- 
ciency, the morale and the enthusiasm of 
the fine young men who have enlisted in 
the mounted branches of the National 
Guard. That in brief, is the feeling of the 
committee concerning this amendment.” 





DEPENDENTS (N.G.) NOT ENTITLED TO 
TRANSPORTATION. 


That dependents of National Guard offi- 
cers attending military service schools un- 
der the provisions of Section 99 of the act 
of June 3, 1916, are not entitled to trans- 
portation from the officer’s home station 
to the school and return thereto when such 
dependents accompany the officer tothe 
school, was a decision recently handed 
down by the Comptroller General. In his 
decision the Comptroller General has ruled 
that such expenses are not properly charge- 
able against Federal funds. 

In his decision the Comptroller General 
calls attention to the fact that Section 99 
of the act of June 3, 1916, supra, provides 
that the expenses of such members of the 
National Guard attending military service 
schools are to be paid “out of any Na- 
ional Guard allotment of funds available 
for that purpose.” Section 12 of the act of 
May 18, 1920, expressly provides that 
when any commissioned officer having a 
wife or dependent child or children is or- 
dered to make a permanent change of sta- 
tion the United States shall furnish trans- 
portation in kind, from funds appropri- 
ated for the transportation of the Army, 
t» hig new station for his wife or depend- 
ent child or children. Section 119 of the 
act of June 3, 1916, limits expenditure for 
carrying out the provisions of the act re- 
lating to the Militia moneys “as shall 
from time to time be appropriated for car- 
rying them out.” 

Under the act of May 18, 1920, there- 
fore, it is apparent that funds appropriated 
for the National Guard are not available 
for the transportation in question, and 
that Section 119 of the act of June 3, 
1916, prohibits the use of funds appropri- 
ated for the Army to carry out any pro- 
vision of the act of June 3, 1916, relatin 
to the Militia. The purpose of Section 1 
of the act of May 18, 1920, he stated, is 
for the relief of the personnel of the Reg- 
ular Service, who, in the performance of 
their duties, are periodically required to 
move from one station to another. 

The Comptroller General also held that 
under Section 99 National Guard officers 
attending Service schools are not in Fed- 
eral service, and they are not entitled to 
the pay of their grades if above the grade 
of captain. The very nature of the pro- 
vision for attendance at Service schools 
indicates that such attendance is and was 
designed to be of a relatively temporary 
nature and not permanent as in the case 
of “permanent change of station” of a 
Regular Army officer. It was pointed out 
that travel between an officer’s home and 
a military station, in the case of Regular 
officers, is not a change of station within 
the meaning of Section 12 of the act of 
May 18, 1920. 





CAMPS OPEN TO ALL. 


In a circular letter dated April 10 which 
limited organizations of the National 
Guard to attend encampments to those in 
the. service thirty days prior to said en- 
campment, the Militia Bureau did not in 
any way desire to limit enlistments in 
those units which have already received 
Federal recognition. 

There seemed to be in the minds of some 
National Guard officers that men who en- 
listed within the thirty days prior to the 
commencement of summer training camps 
would not be eligible to attend the camps. 
This view, however, is erroneous. 

Enlistments may be made in any feder- 
ally recognized unit up to the time of the 





encampment, and provided that the said 
unit has received Federal recognition thir- 
ty days prior to the encampment date, the 
unit and all of its personnel are qualified 
for the training period. Enlistments made 
during the encampment will be governed 
by Par. 932 (e), National Guard Regula- 
tions, 1922, which reads as follows: 

“No officer or enlisted man shall receive 
pay for attendance at such encampment, 
maneuver or exercise unless he shall have 
been present and participating during at 
least one-half of the number of days au- 
thorized for attendance of the organiza- 
tion to which such officer or enlisted man 
belongs, and then only for such days as he 
actually rendered service.” 





EXTRA PAY FOR SHARPSHOOTERS AND 
MARKSMEN IN N.G. 


The Militia Bureau is not satisfied with 
the recent decision of the Comptroller 
General against extra allowances for Na- 
tional Guardsmen as marksmen, sharp- 
shooters and expert riflemen while attend- 
ing encampments. It is believed in the 
bureau that all of the points at issue were 
not presented to the Comptroller, and as 
a consequence the officials of the Treas- 
ury Department will not take into con- 
sideration some of the provisions of exist- 
ing law on the subject. 

Through official channels the Comptrol- 
ler General has been asked to review his 
decision. 

Pending the Comptroller’s reply, no 
payment for qualification will be made to 
the National Guard during the four-day 
schools and 15-day encampments, which 
will be held this summer. If the decision 
should come before or during the encamp- 
ments, the state authorities will be noti- 
fied without delay. 





ARMORY DRILL PAY FOR N.G. 


Under a decision of the Comptroller 
General, dated May 15, 1922, it has been 
decided that for the officers of a Service 
Company to qualify for pay, it is only es- 
sential that fifty per cent. of the actual 
strength of the officers and sixty per cent. 
of the actual enlisted strength of the Ser- 
vice Section attend. A proviso is attached, 
however, to the effect that this strength 
must not be less than that prescribed for 
Federal recognition, i.e., it is not neces- 
sery to consider the Band Section in ar- 
riving at sixty per cent. of the enlisted 
men present at a drill.

HEARING ON BURSUM BILL 
CONTINUED TILL NEXT WEEK, 
The Bursum bill (S. 1565) to retire emer- 
gency Army officers permanently disabled 
in the World War, which passed the Sen- 
ate on Feb. 21, was discussed in a three 
hour hearing before the House Military 
Affairs Committee on June 6. Representa. 
tive McKenzie presided as chairman in the 
absence of Mr. Kahn, and the case for the 
disabled officers was presented by John 


Thomas Taylor of the American Legion , 


and Major A. B. Richeson, chairman of 
the national legislative committee of the 
disabled officers’ organization. 

A delegation of crippled officers from 
various hospitals testified and presented a 
large number of indorsements of various 
military, civic and patriotic organizations, 
Several telegrams urging favorable action 
on the bill were read into the hearing, 
among them one from Brig. Gen. Henry J, 
Reilly, editor of the ARMY AND Nayy 
JOURNAL, 

Former Congressman F. LaGuardia, of 
New York, who left his seat in Congress 
to serve overseas as a major in the Air 
Service, appeared to make a strong plea for 
disabled emergency officers. Representa- 
tive Walter F. Lineberger, of California, 
who enlisted at the outbreak of war as a 
private, and was promoted through the 
grades to major of Engineers and wounded 
in action, made a vigorous presentation of 
the merits and justice of the retirement 
proposal. 

A powerful plea was made by Col. D, 
John Markey, of the Maryland National 
Guard. Colonel Markey is chairman of 
the Military Policy Committee of the Amer- 
ican Legion, and has several times recently 
brought the influence of the Legion to bear 
in favor of legislation sought by the War 
Department in the interests of the na- 
tional defense. 

Colonel Markey related recent American 
Legion negotiations with the War Depart- 
ment in this matter which led up to the de- 
cision of the department no longer to op- 
pose suitable relief measures for the dis- 
abled officers. Colonel Markey was sup- 
ported by Edwin S. Bettleheim, speaking 
for the Veterans of Foreign Wars, and by 
Jchn H. Dykes, for the disabled American 
veterans of the World War. 

Adjutant Gen. Milton A. Reckord, of 
Maryland, secretary of the National Guard 
Association of the United States, tele- 
graphed to the committee that the Bursum 
bill had the support and active backing of 
the entire National Guard of the country. 

The fact was brought out that the num- 
ber of permanently disabled officers who 


would be eligible to full retirement under 
the Bursum bill will probably be only half 
the figure estimated when the bill was 
passed by the Senate in February. Veter- 


ans Bureau official estimates on June 2 


placed the figure at approximately 895, 
whereas the unofficial estimates used in the 
Senate weree 1,900 to 2,000. 

The whole attitude of the committee 
throughout was sympathetic to the crip- 
pled men present, and every effort was 
made to ascertain their situation and needs. 

As some of the committee were to leave 
on Wednesday for West Point, the hearing 
was adjourned until some day next week, 
in order to give the Secretary of War op- 
portunity to be heard or to introduce any 
evidence desired by the department. Mr. 
McKenzie announced the hearing would be 
open and the disabled officers could intro- 
duce additional testimony and anything in 
rebuttal they might desire to meet any new 
testimony from other sources.

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The Infantry School 
Its Mission and Scope 





This is the first of a series of 
articles on activities at the Infantry 
School. These articles will contain 
much valuable information for Re- 
serve and National Guard officers as 
well as for officers of the Regular 
Army and Navy. 





In a recent paper on the functions of 
modern Infantry the Chief of Infantry 
prefaced his remarks by the statement that 
“our experience in the recent war amply 
pears out the declaration made in the In- 
fantry Drill Regulations that the duties of 
Infantry are many and difficult. In fact, 
so diverse are the activities of Infantry 
to-day that in order to have the ‘good In- 
fantry’ necessary for success in combat 
every Infantry officer must have a full ap- 
preciation of the duties and functions of 
the component weapons of his branch.” 

It was this demand upon the Infantry 
officer that late in 1918 caused the trans- 
fer of the Infantry School of Arms from 
its inadequate station at Fort Sill, Okla., 
to a temporary camp adjoining the present 
97,000-acre reservation of the Infantry 
School at Fort Benning, near Columbus, 
Ga. 

With the change in location came also a 
change in name, for the Infantry School 
is no longer merely a school of arms, but 
an instructional and training center where 
for the entire twelve months of the year 
selected officers and non-commissioned offi- 
cers of the three components of the United 
States Army receive instruction by class- 
room and shopwork, by witnessing tacti- 
cal demonstrations staged by war-strength 
units of a picked regiment, and finally by 
themselves acting as instructors of their 
classmates and as participants in all ranks 
from private to brigade commander in com- 
bat problems prepared by their fellow stu- 
dents under the direction of officers whose 
war records have qualified them as experts 
in their profession. 

During the academic year completed on 
May 27 there were graduated from the In- 
fantry School 522 officers, distributed by 
classes as follows: The General Officers 
class, 1; the Refresher class, 11; the Field 
Officers’ class, 68; the Company Officers’ 
class, 198; the Basic class, 158, and the 
National Guard and Reserve Officers’ class, 
86. There were six non-commissioned offi- 
cers of the Regular Army graduated in a 
special course in company administration. 


Complete Courses. 


Instruction in the General Officers’ 
course, six weeks; the Refresher course, 
about three months, and the Field Officers’ 
course, eight months, was carried on with 
the object of developing and training effi- 
ciently the Infantry field officers to include 
the brigade command. All three of these 
courses were of such scope as to instruct 
the officer in the tactics of the Infantry 
battalion, the regiment and the brigade, 
including all attached or accompanying 
urits, in every phase of offensive and de- 
fensive warfare; the technique and me- 
chanical functioning of company, battal- 
ion, regimental and brigade headquarters, 
insofar as involved the tactical function- 
ing of these units; the most efficient meth- 
ods of planning and supervising the train- 
ing of Infantry, stressing the necessity of 
developing initiative and responsibility in 
subordinate commanders, both officers and 
hon-commissioned officers; instruction in 
every phase of staff work corresponding 
to the duties of G-1, G-2, G-3 and G-4, 
which apply purely to Infantry organiza- 
tions to include the brigade, and so much 
of the powers and limitation of other arms 
and services as the brigade commander and 
as Infantry field officers must know to 
function efficiently as such. 

The Company Officers’ course and the 
Basic course, of eight months each. and 
the three months’ National Guard and Re- 
Serve Officers’ course were designed to in- 
Struct the student officer in the technique 
of all Infantry weapons, singly, in groups, 
and in combination of groups of the same 
and different weapons; the tactics of each 
company and of the smaller Infantry 
units, both alone and as a part of a larger 
tactical command, with particular atten- 
tion to communication between all units; 
the techniqque and functioning of the office 
of company and platoon commanders in 
So far as these affect their tactical func- 
tions; all phases of the corresponding du- 
ties for the company of G-1, G-2, G-3 and 
G-4; and the technique of all auxiliary 





means of Infantry warfare, field fortifica- 
tion, camouflage, tanks, and the like. 


Department of Military Art. 


The major portion of the instruction in 
each of these courses. was carried on dur- 
ing the past year under the direction of 
the Department of Military Art. This de- 
partment, organized into four sections, 
each complete within itself, but co-ordi- 
nated each with the other, gave courses in 
the tactics of Infantry units from the 
squad to the brigade; in musketry, includ- 
ing range practice, the automatic rifle, the 
automatic pistol, and firing problems for 
the smaller units; in machine gunnery, the 
light mortar and the one-pounder; and in 
military engineering, stressing particularly 
tcpography and field fortification as ap- 
plied to Infantry. 

In the Department of General Subjects 
courses were pursued in administration, in 
military law, in equitation, hippology and 
the care and use of transportation, and in 
military athletics. Instruction in this last 
named subject embraced not only a com- 
plete course in military gymnastics but in- 
cluded also lectures and demonstrations on 
the proper methods of playing each posi- 
tion in the so-called major sports, to the 
end that each graduate might act as a 
competent coach of post or organization 
teams, or as a director of mass games. 

The Department of Research was 
charged with the preparation and delivery 
of lectures and monographs on psychology 
as applied to the military profession in its 
relation to discipline, leadership and com- 
mand; with the subjects of military geog- 
raphy and military history with the view 
to assisting the student in the study of 
past campaigns and their value in deter- 
mining correctly future military policies 
and theories, and with the general subject 
of historical research. 

Before completing this course each mem- 
ber of the Field Officers’ class was required 
to submit a thesis on a military subject of 
his own selection, and each officer in the 
Company Officers’ class a monograph cov- 
ering a designated campaign. At the reg- 
ular meetings of the classes the students 
were given the opportunity in turn to de- 
liver short lectures on some subject of 
military history. 


Testing of Equipment. 


The Infantry Board, acting in conjune- 
tion with the Department of Experiment 
and the School Troops, has as its mission 
the investigation and test of all proposed 
Infantry equipment and the special study 
of all suggested Infantry policy. 

Briefly stated, the functioning of the 
foregoing agencies constitutes the Infantry 
School. Its scope includes the complete, 
uniform and efficient training of all In- 
fantry officers of the Regular Army, the 
National Guard and the Organized Re- 
serves, and the consequent dissemination 
of this training throughout all of the com- 
ponents of the Army of United States. 
The school is the Infantry link in the chain 
upon which depends the future efficiency of 
our Army. 

Nowhere in the entire country is it pos- 
sible for the Infantry officers of the Na- 
tional Guard and of the Reserve Corps to 
benefit themselves, and consequently their 
organizations and their country, as at the 
Infantry School. Under the provisions of 
Bulletin 25, War Department, 1920, offi- 
cers of the National Guard and Organized 
Reserve ray be detailed on active duty as 
students at the Infantry School and while 
serving as such receive the pay and allow- 
ances of officers of the Regular Service. 

The next course for members of these 
two branches of the Army will probably 
commence about Nov. 1. and will continue 
for three months. Application for details 
should be made at once—by members of 
the Reserve Corps to the Chief of Infan- 
try; by officers of the National Guard to 
the Chief of the Milifia Bureau through 
the Adjutants General of their respective 
states. 


REFLECTIONS ON NATIONAL DEFENSE. 


Our national security depends upon the 
successful operation of the National De- 
fense act. 

The plan will succeed only if it has the 
active and continuous support of thought- 
ful citizens. 

In order to gain this support, officers in 
all branches of the Service should take ad- 
vantage of every opportunity to make clear 
to civilians the purpose of this act and the 
plan by which that purpose is to be ac- 
complished. 

There wil! be a minority who can never 
be convinced. but they are not to be dis- 
regarded. Their ceaseless efforts to re- 
duce our country to a state of utter de- 
fenselessness must be counteracted by ef- 
forts just as ceaseless and energetic. 

Do not make the mistake of dismissing 
lightly these enemies of preparedness as 
fools, fanatics, mercenaries and Bolshe- 
vists. 





ranks, but there are also many sincere, 
able and devoted individuals. Talent of a 
high order is at their command and it is 
skilfully used. It would be a great mis- 
take to disparage our opponents or to un- 
derestimate their baneful influence. 

Fight them, and fight them with all 
your strength. 

Another kind of support is needed, and 
that is the support of those who are to 
constitute the armed forces of the United 
States. 

All must work together, but, in particu- 
lar, harmony must exist between the Reg- 
ular Army, the National Guard and the 
Organized Reserves. 

The National Guard Association is a 
fact and the Reserve Association is a fact. 
They are both organizations that can ac- 
complish a great deal of good, but incalcu- 
lable harm will result if they are injudi- 
ciously led. : 

Each should work, and work hard, for 
every legitimate advantage for its own or- 
ganization, but in these activities two car- 
dinal principles must be borne in mind: 

1. The work of each organization should 
be honestly constructive. Beware of short- 
sighted and selfish hotheads. Discourage 
any attempt to build up one organization 
by breaking down the other. There is 
room for all, but there is no room for petty 
jealousy and suspicion. Don’t furnish any 
additional ammunition for those who are 
only too ready to cry, “A plague on both 
your houses.” We must all hang together 
or we will hang separately. 

2. Don’t lose sight of our mission, which 
is to be prepared to defend our country. 
Work and fight for the component to which 
you belong, but remember that the plan 
for national defense is more important than 
any component that is to carry out the 
plan, whether it be the Regular Army, the 
National Guard or the Organized Reserves.

RESERVE FLYER LOSES COMMISSION. 


With the full approval of and by direc- 
tion of the President, the commission of 
Herbert J. Fahy as second lieutenant in 
the Air Service Reserve Corps was can- 
celed on June 2 by Secretary Weeks on 
the ground of misconduct in a flight over 
the Lincoln Memorial in Washington dur- 
ing the dedicatory services there on Me- 
morial Day. 

Fahy’s commission was withdrawn, Sec- 
retary Weeks stated, on three charges of 
misconduct, namely, disrespect to the Pres- 
ident, interference with a great solemn and 
national occasion and endangering the lives 
of many people. Reserve officers, Mr. 
Weeks explained, hold their commissions 
during the pleasure of the President, and 
the commissions might be withdrawn for 
various reasons, such as ‘misconduct, in- 
competency, etc. No tria! or court-martial 
was necessary, Secrciary Weeks said, 
though in the case of Fahy inquiries had 
been made and his explanation heard. 

Secretary Weeks said the case was ag- 
gravated by the fact that Fahy had been 
warned by no fewer than three Army offi- 
cers that he should not fly over the me- 
morial between the hours of 2.30 and 5 
o'clock. Fahy is understood to have as- 
serted that he understood he was free to 
fly after 3.30 o’clock. Secretary Weeks 
held this explanation unsatisfactory be- 
cause the officer flew very low over the au- 
dience and could not have thought the ser- 
vices were over. The plane flew as low 
as 200 feet and caused much annoyance 
and anxiety to the persons in the audience 
over whose heads it flew, and the noise 
from the airplane for a time smothered 
the words of the President. 

At the White House no secrecy was 
made of the annoyance felt by President 
Harding over the interruption. While his 
own annoyance was great, the President 
feels that the annoyance to the audience 
was much greater. but both these aspects 
of the affair he believes were overshadowed 
by the danger in such a performance to 
the lives of thousands of people. 

Tlie President made it known that he 
believes aircraft should never be allowed 
to fly over crowds. A chance of one in a 
thousand that an airplane would dash into 
a crowd. the President believes, is too great 
to be taken. 





THE 98TH DIVISION. 


Syracuse, N.Y., is headquarters of an 
Army division which covers all of the state 
with the exception of New York city, Sul- 
livan, Ulster and Dutchess counties. In it

gress the 98th Division, Organized Re- 
serve, would be ready for duty. 

_Beginning Aug. 18, when Col. Willis 
Uline, U.S.A., was relieved of the com- 
mand of the 63d Infantry at Plattsburg to 
take over the 98th Division, work of or- 
ganization has gone steadily forward. Six 
clerks now assist the seven commissioned 
officers permanently stationed in Syracuse 
as heads of as many departments of divi- 
sional work. The area has been covered 
thoroughly by numerous personal visits of 
the chief of staff and his aids. War De- 
partment lists gave names of available offi 
cers. Each was communicated with. Thou- 
sands responded. 

The 98th Division has practically com- 
pleted its commissioned personnel. In 
each city officers have been selected from 
among the most prominent civilians and 
those whose war records showed them 
fitted for responsible positions. More than 
900 officers are either attached or assigned. 
The work of securing enlisted men has now 
begun, each officer acting as recruiter for 
his own organization. More than the need- 
ed number are available, so fitness and 
priority are the determining factors in se- 
lection.

THE JUNIOR DIVISION B.0.T.C. 


To THE Epiror: 

A recent editorial in the ARMY AND 
Navy Journat on the “Value of Civilian 
Co-operation,” referring to the military 
history of the United States, justly says: 
“The real trouble comes from the fact that 
the people of the United States as a whole 
have never been inculeated with any sound 
doctrine of national defense.” 

It is only of recent years that intelligent 
attempts have been made to formulate such 
a doctrine and to make a systematic ef- 
fort to ineculeate it. The efforts of the 
War Department in that direction are seen 
in the speeches of General Pershing, the 
work of the Militia Bureau, the expansion 
of the Officers’ Reserve Corps, the develop- 
ment of the Reserve Officers’ Training 
Corps, the Citizens’ Military Training 
Camps. and other indications of the whole- 
hearted recognition of the oneness of the 
United States Army. 

But that is not enough. As the Jour- 
NAL says in the same article, “If we are 
to have a proper military policy there must 
be seattered throughout the country large 
numbers of civilians sufficiently instructed 
and sufficiently interested to bring pressure 
to bear upon Congress from time to time.” 
Those who have studied military history 
and familiarized themselves with military 
affairs understand the situation. But 
there are not enough of them. Majorities 
rule. There must be still larger numbers 
of civilians sufficiently instructed and suf- 
ficiently interested. 

How is this to be accomplished? By the 
nsual methods of molding public opinion. 
Of these usual methods, what is better or 
more efficacious than those that reach the 
rising generation? ‘Through children the 
grown-ups are brought into contact. A 
bov in a endet corps. lly in a day 

chool, goes from drill to his home. What 
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occurs. at school every day is a topic of 
conversation at the family table. Sharp 
eyes observe everything done by the War 
Department's representatives, and nimble 
tongues tell the folks at home all about it 
The Reserve Ofticers’ Training Corps is 
thus a link forming a direct connection be- 
tween the War Department and the fire- 
side. Hence the necessity of sending to 
such institutions ofticers and non-commis- 
sioned officers, net only of efficiency, but 
also of poise, good judgment and exem- 
plary personality. 

Whatever shortcomings may have been 
found in the junior division of the R.O.T. 
C. (and it is not surprising that a novel 
departure still in its infaney, created 
only six years ago, should have developed 
some weaknesses), there is no doubt that 
it is a power for good in a field not other- 
wise occupied. ‘The pacifists recognize this, 
and this is one reason why they are so 
violently opposed to military training in 
high schools. Moreover, in many commu- 
nities, especially in some of our manufac- 
turing cities, where thousands of high 
school boys either are of foreign birth or 
are the sons of immigrants, the R.O.T.C. 
is not only a force for preparedness, it is 
a force for Americanization. 

In the city of Washington the military 
training of adolescents is advancing apace. 
The publie high schools, Gonzaga College 
and St. John’s College all have flourishing 
cadet corps under government supervision, 
There is an increasing number of parents 
who appreciate the value of the military 
feature of the course of study in these 
schools. The Federal Government fur- 
nishes the equipment without cost to the 
school or the parents. These supplies are 
of regulation pattern and of the best qual: 
ity. The Government also furnishes the 
necessary military instructors. 

St. John’s College corps of cadets is a 
unit of the Reserve Officers’ Training 
Sorps; this advantage entitles it to re- 
ceive uniforms also without cost from the 
Government. The officer in charge, offi- 
cially entitled the professor of military 
science and tactics, is Lieut. Col. Hollis 
C. Clark, a West Pointer and a Regular 
Army officer of long experience. His as- 


| sistant is Sergt. Marion Stone, a selected 


non-commissioned officer. 

The greatest service rendered by the ca- 
det training at such schools as St. John’s 
College, which was founded in 1866 and 
has sent many of its boys to West Point 
and Annapolis, is not the training of those 
few who follow the military profession, but 
the spreading of sound military ideas 
through the civilian population. Most of 
the boys who attend such schools do not 
enter the Army or Navy except in time of 
war. Then it is that their cadet training 
stands them in good stead, gives them an 
immediate lead over the mass of recruits 
that is suddenly mobilized, and is at the 
same time an invaluable asset to the coun- 
try. In peace time they may join the Na- 
tional Guard or the Organized Reserves, 
thus continuing their military education 
and qualifying themselves for further pro- 
motion. 

The system of training practised by Col- 
onel Clark at St. John’s College is the re- 
sultant of many factors. First, there are 
the explicit regulations to be scrupulously 
observed. Then there are the no less im- 
portant policies of the War Department, 
as set forth in the recent statement of 
General Pershing before the House Appro- 
priations Committee and in the communi- 
eations issued by the War Department en- 
joining the co-ordination of the R.O.T.C. 
with the National Guard and the Organ- 
ized Reserves. Then, as a basis for this 
instruction, there must be inculcated that 
sound doctrine of national defense which 
is so much needed by the people of the 
United States as a whole. Incidentally, 
effort is made to disabuse the civilian mind 
of that traditional idea of military disci- 
pline to which, it must be admitted, the 
Army clung long after it had outlived any 
possible usefulness. 

The word “discipline” is not used to- 
day in quite the same sense that it was 
formerly used. Then it usually connoted 
punishment, and even now we who know 
better sometimes say “disciplinary meas- 
ures” when we mean “punitive measures” 
or “corrective measures.” The word dis- 
cipline properly connotes reward as well 
as punishment. When a subordinate is 
praised or rewarded for good conduct, that 
is a disciplinary measure just as much as 


when he is punished for bad conduct. But 
discipline means more than that. Disci- 
pline means co-ordination of effort. Dis- 


cipline means teamwork. It means the 
subjection of the individual will. for the 
time being, to the general good. It is nec- 
essary in all other callings as well as in 
the profession of arms. The reason that 
military discipline is more strict than 
civilian discipline is because there is more 
at stake; in war-time an inferor state of 
discipline might result in defeat instead 
of victory. Nevertheless, brutality or 
other harsh methods are no longer deemed 
necessary. The present conception of dis- 
cipline is based upon the most advanced 
principles of psychology. This is not the 
German idea of discipline; it is the Amer- 
ican idea of discipline. Therefore it is 
increasingly imperative to produce leaders 
of sufficient character, intelligence and 
training to lead others properly. The R. 
O.T.C. is designed for that purpose and 
will prove its worth both in civilian and 
in military life.

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Training Activities at 
the Signal Schoo]

Prior to the World War the Signal 
School was located at Fort Leavenworth 
and its students were drawn largely from 


graduates of the Line Class. During the 
war special instruction in signal com- 


munications was given at several training 
camps, of which Camp Alfred Vail, N.J., 
was one. In 1919 a peace time school for 
technical instruction in signal communica- 
tions was instituted at Camp Vail, while 
instruction in the tactical use of signals 
was given at Fort Leavenworth. The Sig- 
nal School at Leavenworth was discon- 
tinued in 1920 and instruction in both the 
tactical and technical sides of signal work 
was concentrated at Camp Vail. 

The instruction given at this school thus 
falls under two heads: technical and tac- 
tical. The technical includes all types of 
signaling apparatus, much of it of com- 
mercial design and operated according to 
commercial practice, which are necessary 
for the functioning ofthe Army, both in 
peace and in war. In war time, within 
the theater of operations, tactical consid- 
erations modify the nature of signal instal- 
lations and methods so that when the area 
of the combat division is reached the whole 
question of signal communications is pro- 
foundly influenced by the tactics of combat 
troops and the conditions eristing in the 
forward areas. 


All Arms Included 


In pre-war days the installation and op- 
eration of electrical means of signal com- 
munications within the tactical units of 
the mobile army were performed almost en- 
tirely by Signal Corps troops. During the 
war Signal Corps troops performed all 
signal work as far forward as Artillery 
brigades and Infantry regiments and fur- 
nished a part of the Infantry regimental 
signalmen. Other regulations promulgated 
since the armistice, the other combat arms 
operate signal communications from and 
including the brigade forward. It is there- 
fore necessary for all combat branches to 
train specialists, both commissioned and 
enlisted, in signal communications. The 
Signal School co-operates with the other 
arms in this training, and students from 
the Infantry, Cavalry, Field Artillery and 
Marine Corps, including seventeen com- 
missioned officers, have attended courses at 
the school during the past academic year. 
National Guard and Reserve officers have 
aiso been detailed to the school for short 
courses. 

In the officers’ division, basic and com- 
pany officers’ courses have been conducted. 
The instruction falls under three main 
heads: communication engineering, includ- 
ing electricity, radio, wire telegraphy 
and telephony; applied communications, 
dealing with the duties of signal troops of 
a!] arms and the opplication of the prin- 
ciples of communication engineering to 
military operations; and military art and 
general subjects. 

Several courses are provided for develop- 
ing enlisted specialists. Radio specialists 
are trained in two courses, one fpr opera- 
tors ond a more advanced course for elec- 
tricians. Courses are conducted for Morse 
eperators, cable splicers and telephone 
linemen, with an advanced course for tele- 
phone and telegraph electricians. A wire 
ecmmunication course furnishes instruc- 
tion in the tactical wire systems used 
within the combat division. Observers are 
also trained for meteorological work and 
left men for the pigeon servce. 


Equipment Is Complete. 


The equipment available for the instruc- 
tion of officers and enlisted men comprises 
a large amount of electrical laboratory ap- 
pauratus and recent types of communication 
equipment developed by the leading com- 
mercial manufacturers, in addition to the 
types specially designed for use in the 
Army. 

Special attention is being paid to col- 
lecting data concerning the _ specialist 
courses and in testing various methods of 
instruction, not only with a view to im- 
proving the courses at this school, but also 
with the idea of making this information 
available to instructors in signal subjects 
throughout the Service. It is expected 
that commissioned and enlisted graduates 
of the school will be largely used as _ in- 
structors in post and troops schools. Man- 
uals for students and instructors are be 
ing prepared which can be used in_ train- 
ing certain types of signal specialists 12 
schools of any size. As qualified instruc 
tors become available, it should be possible 
to conduct throughout the Army local 
courses for radio operators and other spe 
cialties where an extensive plant is not 
required.

Later he visited Taos, 
N.M., eighty miles distant from Santa Fe, 
that he might stand by the grave of Kit 
Carson and join with the American Legion 
local organization in paying tribute to the 
life and labors of one of the outstanding 
personalities of pioneering times. The 
Taos valley is one of the most beautiful 
spots to be found in the Rocky Mountains. 
Kit Carson first saw it in 1827, and ever 
afterwards regarded it as his home though 
he died in the service of the Federal Gov- 
ernment at Fort Lyon, Colo., May 23, 
1868. There are many reminders of the 
great scout in the village of Taos and in 
the region round about.

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SIXTH TRAINING BATTERY 
IN EXCELLENT CONDITION. 


The report of Lieut. Col. A. McIntyre, 
F.A., who on May 5 and 6 inspected the 
6th Training Battery, Capt. J. W. Mc- 
Kelvie commanding, shows this organiza- 
tion to be in first class condition and 
ready to take the field. 

This organization had just completed 
a march from Fort Sheridan, IIL, its per- 
manent station, to Camp Custer, Mich., 
a distance of approximately 220 miles, 
which was covered in eleven marching 
days. The inspection, which was made 
in the field, was limited to matériel, ani- 
mals, harness and general appearance, as 
a great deal of fatigue work is going on 
in preparation of the work which the bat- 
tery will perform in the summer training 
camp. 

In spite of the forage shortage, the ani- 
mals were in excellent condition. An 
average of six miles per hour was main- 
tained during the march. The animals 
suffered no sore shoulders, there was one 
sore neck and a very few cases of lame- 
ness, and it is stated that there would 
have been many more such cases but for 
the constant care given them. The horse 
equipment and matériel was found to be 
in good serviceable condition. 

In view of the fact that the battery 
lost sixty-eight men during October, No- 
vember and December of 1921, due to 
expiration of enlistments, the veteran ap- 
pearance of the personnel and their hand- 
ling of the animals was a _ revelation.

JUNIOR OFFICERS, ARMY. 
June 7, 1922. 

An attempt will be made to secure action 
on all the nominations pending before the 
Senate at a meeting of the Senate Committee 
on Military Affairs within a few days. It 
is now stated that the Senate Committee will 
at least adopt some policy in handling the 
nominations before the Army Appropriation 
becomes a law. The nominations of Lieut. 
Col. Duncan Major will come up in connection 
with the general policy of the committee in re- 
porting out the pending nominations. It is 
expected by that time to hear again from the 
Department of Justice on the Philippine Scout 
question. 

Under the ~provisions ofthe Army Appro- 
priation bill as now pending in the Joint 
Conference Committee it is provided ‘‘that for 
five months after the date of approval of this 
ect there shall be no promotion to grades be- 
low brigadier general, of officers of the Regu- 
lar Army except of officers of the Medical De- 
partment and chaplains and thereafter there 
shall be no promotion to any grade that would 
cause the number heretofore authorized for 
each grade to be exceeded and vacancies now 
existing in any grade below brigadier general 
not actually filled by acceptance of an ap- 
pointment tendered prior to the date of the 
approval of this act shall not be filled, and 
there shall be no appointment of officers of the 
Medical Department that shall cause the total 
number thereof to exceed 1,455.’’ 

It is recognized by the members of the 
ecmmittee that this will cause a block in pro- 
motion for at least five months after the act 
has passed. Eventually, when the board which 
is authorized by the bill selects out from the 
upper grades, promotion will be resumed. In 
time, promotion under the bill will resume its 
normal flow, but there is no doubt that there 
will ba stagnation in promotion until the new 
bill is in full operation. 

There is a division of opinion in the mili- 
tary committee as to how the Senate should 
proceed in handling the promotions. The 
purpose of the meeting is to thresh out the 
differences and reach an agreement or some 
decision so that the officers in the Service 
may know what to expect. There is no doubt 
there will be some resignations in the Service 
if the Senate refuses to confirm the nom- 
inations. 

The view is held by some of the members of 
the committee that the Senate should proceed 
to confirm the nominations under the existing 
law. It is argued that the Senate has really 
no choice in the matter if it is to carry out 
the provisions of the law. The law creates 
the vacancies and the President, in carrying 
out the letter and spirit of the law, has sent 
the nominations to the Senate to fill these va- 
eancies. The fact that some of the officers 
promoted may «be eliminated, it is argued, 
should not enter into the consideration of the 
nominations. That the reduction is to be 
made by the retirement of the least efficient 
instead of the inefficient, is all the more rea- 
son why the promotions should be confirmed 
by the Senate. 
of the bill now pending in conference, it will 
be necessary to retire some officers who, it is 
admitted, have made good and rendered the 
Government. splendid service. . These should 
be promoted before they are retired. 

It is stated that Chairman Wadsworth will 
urge this and other consideration in an 
effort to secure the confirmation of all of the 
Nominations. He may be forced to accept the 
compromise proposition, but he will do it un- 
Wilingly. The Senator has talked the matter 
over frequently with the members of the com- 
mittee, and has given them plenty of time to 
consider all sides of the question. He will 
urge very strongly that the committee take 
some action so that the military authorities 
will know how to proceed in making assign- 


ments, and administrating the affairs of the 
Army.

CARE OF GAS CYLINDERS AND PISTONS 
ON THE BROWNING AUTOMATIC RIFLE. 
Training Cir. 2, May 26, 1922, 2d Corps Area. 

1. Recent inspections of Browning automatic 
rifles in the hands of troops indicate that 
proper attention is not being paid to the gas 
cylinders and pistons. The Browning auto- 
matic rifle is a gas operated gun and, in firing, 
hot powder gases come in direct contact with 
the piston and with the walls of the gas 
cylinder. It is as necessary to clean the gas 
cylinder and piston of this gun as it is to 
clean the bore after firing. In many cases the 
pistons have become so badly rusted in the gas 
cylinder that the gun cannot be cocked by 
and. The correction of this condition in many 
cases requires the application of a new gas 
cylinder and a new piston. : 
It is directed that the attention of the 
commanding officers of all organizations, in- 
cluding troops, companies and batteries, having 
Browning automatic rifles in their possession 
be called to the necessity for cleaning and 
oiling the gas cylinder and piston after firing. 
If automatic rifles are not so cared for after 
firing with the result that the pistons and gas 
cylinders become so corroded as to require re- 
placement, it is directed that surveys be ini- 
tiated to determine the responsibility for this 
avoidable damage to Government property.

This circular publishes an opinion of the 
J.A.G. of the Army in reply to a question as 
to whether the receipt of a registered letter 
at last known address of accused constitute 
proper service, so that a warrant for the ar- 
rest of the accused may be issued by the sum- 
mary court officer, if accused fails to appear in 
response to said registered letter. 

The J.A.G. after quoting Sec. 108, act of 
June 3, 1916 (39 Stat., 208, 209), and com- 
menting on the same, says in part: 

‘Ordinarily a return receipt signed by the 
addressee would be good evidence that he had 
received the order in question, and if the ac- 
cused does not appear in response to this 
order it is the opinion of this office that a 
summary court officer would be justified in is- 
suing a warrant for his arrest. It should be 
clearly understood, however, that the accused 
must have actually received the order and 
have disobeyed it, before a summary court 
oficer would have power to issue a warrant 
for his arrest. Mere delivery of the order at 
his house is not sufficient. 

‘‘This office is of the opinion that, wherever 
Practicable, actual service of the order, by 
Personal service, is desirable.’’

W. J. F.—Retired first sergeant, over twenty 
years’ active service, under the new law will 
receive $94.50, which is three-fourths of $105 | 
plus $15.75 allowances. } 


_J. McC. asks: (1) What is the pay of re- 
tired sergeant of Infantry with twenty-five 
years’ service under the new Pay bill? (2) 
Are sergeants of all branches of the line paid 
the same, Infantry, Cavalry, Artillery? (3) Is 
there any pay for ratings in the new Pay bill 
for men on the retired list? 

Answer: (1) Retired pay would be $66.375. 
(2) Yes, they are all paid the same. (3) No, 
nothing is mentioneu regarding this. The Dill 
says retired pay will be ‘‘computed on the 
basis of pay provided in this act.’’ 


W. E. asks: (1) What date did the 3d Bat- 
talion, 18th Infantry, arrive in Manila Bay, 
1898? (2) Can an enlisted man of the Army 
who has over twenty-five years’ service 
to his credit re-enlist in the Marine Corps, 
and retire under the provisions of the graded 
retirement bill? 

Answer: (1) The 8d Battalion, 18th Infan- 
try, arrived in Manila Bay Nov. 25, 1898, and 
disembarked at Cavite on Nov. 30, 1898. (2) 
He can re-enlist in the Marine Corps and upon 
the completion of thirty years’ service, includ- 
ing Army and Marine Corps service), retire. 
Army service does not count in retirements 
at sixteen and twenty years’ service for trans- 
fer to the Reserve. 


A. W. 8S. asks: Reference act of June 4, 
1920, men paying back money, is there any- 
thing that would indicate reimbursement? If 
80, what procedure is being taken? 

Answer: A bill (H.R. 8475) which provided 
for this refund to men coming under it passed 
the House and is now on the Senate calendar. 
The prospects are that it will be passed after 
the tariff bill is disposed of. As to the proba- 
ble time the tariff bill will be out of the way, 
no one can forecast at the present time. 


E. R.—If you will read Secs. 9 and 10 of 
the Service Pay bill, you will see that on and 
after July 1, 1922, retired enlisted men shall 
have their retired pay computed as now au- 
thorized by law, on the basis of pay provided 
by this act. | 

W. A. R.—The Pay bill as finally agreed to 
does not give to present retired commissioned 
and warrant officers the benefit of the new 
rates of pay. 

SUBSCRIBER asks: Reported for duty at 
Officers’ Training Camp, Leon Springs, May 
14, 1917; discharged Aug. 15, 1917. Enlisted 
Signal Enlisted Reserve Corps Aug. 15, 1917; 
discharged Feb. 13, 1918, to accept commis- 
sion. Service continuous since that date as 
2d and ist lieutenant. Does extra pay for 
five years’ service start from May 14, 1917, 
or Aug. 15, 1917? 

Answer: Starts Aug. 15, 1917. There is no 
provision in the bill for counting time spent in 
training camps. 


W. S. M. asks: (1) I was appointed first 
sergeant by both company and regimental or- 
ders. My warrant reads ‘‘Sergeant (Grade 
2).’’ Shouldn’t this more properly be ‘‘First 
sergeant (Grade 2) ?’’ (2) In view of the 
fact that a first sergeant is now two grades 
above a duty sergeant, can a company com- 
mander still reduce him by company order 
alone? 

Answer: (1) You are appointed a sergeant 
by your regimental commander and your com- 
pany commander makes you a first sergeant, 
mess sergeant and supply sergeant. A separate 
warrant as a first sergeant, quartermaster ser- 
geant and stable sergeant will not be given. 
3) Yes, he can be reduced by a company 
order. 


W. T. R.—The award of the Philippine Cam- 
paign Badge does not depend upon the service 
of a regiment but upon the service of the in- 
dividual soldier. The right of an individual 
is decided in each case upon the merits of 
that particular case by The Adjutant General 
of the Army in accordance with the Oompila- 
tion of General Orders, War Dept. It cannot, 
therefore, be said that a regiment, or even a 
battalion or company, is entitled to this badge 
for having served in Mindanao during the pe- 
riod of 1911-1914, 


W. R. H. asks: (1) I was on furlough for 
two months from general recruiting service, 
July 8, 1920, to Sept. 7, 1920. Am I entitled 
to commutation for heat, light and quarters 
while on furlough? I was drawing commuta- 
tion for subsistence, heat, light and quarters 
before and after going on furlough. Upon my 
return to duty I was paid commutation for 
subsistence but was not paid commutation for 
heat, light and quarters. (2) I was paid com- 
mutation for subsistence at rate of about 
thirty-five cents per day while on furlough. 
The allotment for subsistence for G.R.S. was 
$2.25 per day. Am I entitled to difference be- 
tween amount I drew and amount allotted for 
G.R.8.? During time I was on furlough I held | 
rank of sergeant, G.R.S. 

Answer: (1) You are entitled to commuta- 
tion for quarters; as to commutation for heat 
and light, yes, if quarters were occupied by
